Nuclear Power: 
Safest Energy Source? 


Sharon Basco’s article on nuclear 
power, in the May 14 Phoenix, was disap- 
pointing in its one-sided coverage. I 
realize that Daniel Ford has that “one 
man against the system” image which is 
all the rage these days, but I urge you to 
look beyond radical chic on this impor- 
tant issue. The consensus of scientists in 
the energy field (see page 355 of the April 
19 issue of Science — devoted to energy 
resources) is that nuclear power is one of 
the safest energy sources. Of equal impor- 
tance, nuclear power is the only presently 
feasible means for America to meet its 
energy requirements. It took about 30 
years from the development of first 
nuclear reactor for nuclear power to be 
implemented on a modest scale. Fusion 
and large-scale solar power have not yet 
reached the feasibility stage, and they'll 
probably take just as long to implement 
once they do. Each of these also has its 
hazards. Fusion power will generate huge 
quantities of tritium, a radioactive and 
biologically pervasive isotope. 

As a doctoral candidate in radiological 
health at Harvard, I believe that all valid 
questions concerning nuclear power plant 
safety should be given a fair hearing. 
However, we must avoid needless delays 
in providing America with adequate 
energy, and freeing ourselves from 
dependence on oil companies and Arab 
governments.

Nuclear Energy: What Are the Risks? 


Sharon Basco replies: Your letter 
reaises several questions to my mind, but 
let me start by mentioning the fact that 
our friendly oil companies happen to be in 
the uranium business. I couldn’t agree 
more that we must avoid needless delays 
in development of energy resources, but 
dependence on nuclear power would not 
mean independence from the major oil 
companies. Quite the contrary. Uranium 
is the fuel for nuclear power, and guess 
who owns it? 

Who are the scientists in the energy 
field to whom you refer? Do you mean the 
proponents in Westinghouse and General 
Electric and the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission? I assume so, because scientists 
outside the industry and AEC (and many 
inside too) are quite sceptical, and highly 
critical of the nuclear operation. The 
scientists to whom you refer are, I think 


understandably, devoted to the industry 
that feeds them. Those whose loyalities 
cannot be questioned usually come to the 
conclusion that nuclear power is 
dangerous, not “one of the safest energy 
sources,” as you say. 

One study we should consider is a con- 
tinuing project the Ford Foundation set 
up in 1971 to begin an independent im- 
partial review of the energy situation. The 
scientists, economists and technologists 
on the $4 million project issued their first 
report some weeks ago. It blasts the 
nuclear program. J. Harris Ward, of the 
Commonwealth Edison Company, in 
summing up that report said that nuclear 
energy is “risky and only partially un- 
derstood.” 

You say that nuclear power is ‘‘the only 
presently feasible means for America to 
meet its energy requirements.” Have you 
forgotten about coal? 

Solar power has indeed reached the 
feasibility stage. Some area public schools 
are using solar (or supplementing with 
solar) for heating and cooling. The 
Massachusetts Audubon Society’s new 
headquarters in Lincoln will be a solar 
building. As far as hazards go, I really 
don’t understand what they would be 
with solar — unless, as Dan Ford 
suggested, an antelope took a dive 
through your solar collector. 


Dorchester Court 
Needs Help 


There have been two recent items of 
significance for the cause of law and 
justice. 

May 1 was Law Day and the American 
Bar Association President, Chesterfield 
Smith is forming a Citizens Coalition for 
Court Improvement on June 12, 1974. 

In Dorchester the need for court im- 
provement is great. In Dorchester Court 
there are four judges for three courtrooms. 
The judges have no offices of their own. 

At 10:30 a.m. Friday, April 26, I 
counted over 130 people in the corridor. 
There is only one exit. God forbid if a fire 
broke out. There is only one public 
telephone. Lawyers have no place to talk 
to their clients; children and adults are 
crowded. The active courtrooms are so 
crowded that court officers have to bar 
people, lawyers and defendants from 


entering. 

No U.S. flag flies over this court and 
the local Veterans of Foreign Wars Post is 
incensed at this. 

No Index signs exist at the entrance or 
in any part of this court to tell the general 
public where to go to be serviced. 
Witnesses can be lost and defendants 
defaulted. Juveniles who must attend this 
court can see that it is ill-lighted, its paint 
dirty and its ground filthy — in sharp con- 
trast to the local McDonald’s or Kentucky 
Fried Chicken which are new and modern. 

In Dorchester Court the Drug Clinic is 
in a trailer. The District Attorney’s office 
is in a store front. There is no place for the 
public defenders to meet their clients ex- 
cept in a crowded, smoke-filled corridor or 
outside the building. 

This court is too small to rehabilitate. A 
new court is needed for Dorchester 


because the appearance of the court 
should demand respect. 

I urge the civil rights leaders and their 
allies to act to demand improvement. The 
physical conditions at Dorchester Court 
are in sharp contrast to suburban court 
conditions. Few courts in the Com- 
monwealth have a case load like 
Dorchester Court. 

Why has the government allowed these 
conditions to exist in Dorchester?

In Defense of 
Northern Ireland 


We are writing to thank you for the two 
fine articles published in the Phoenix on 
the situation in Northern Ireland — “On 
Her Majesty’s Humanitarian Service,” 
March 5, and “How I Became a Gunman 
for the IRA,” April 30. Unfortunately it 
took a letter of ignorant protest ‘IRA 
Outrage’ (May 14), to make us realize it 
wasn’t enough to clip these articles and 
send them to our brothers and sisters in 
the Irish freedom movement around the 
U.S. and in Europe. Two of us talked to 
Michael Chinoy for thee and a half hours 
the day that Bernadette Devlin was at 
UMass. — May 3. Michael did more than 
merely interview a member of the Provos 
— he spent a great deal of time with 
them, and could have been killed or im- 
prisoned. 

We find it hard to believe that the Bar- 
nards would respond so vehemently and 
irrationally to a bit of truth. We have had 
British propaganda shoved down our 
throats for five years (they spend 25 
million dollars a year in the U.S. on 
propaganda). Sixty percent of the adver- 
tising on Madison Avenue is British own- 
ed. Advertising supports the media — 
conclusion? 

It has been British policy to promote 
this war as a sectarian conflict. Religious 
wars are anachronisms and so the world 
dismisses Northern Ireland as madness. 
Michael Chinoy was in the midst of all 
this and yet the Barnards source of infor- 
mation on the war is so much more ac- 
curate — “living in England, we saw daily 
on the news...” 

On internment — on August 9, 1971, 
when internment was introduced with 
predawn raids and hundreds of men being 
carried away to concentration camps, not 
a single loyalist was lifted. It was months 
before a single Protestant was interned 
and only then did anyone in the North, 
aside from the “rebels,” protest intern- 
ment. More innocent people have been 
affected by the violence of midnight raids, 
intimidation and internment than have 
any of the “guilty,” and the people have 
risen in defense. 

The British army has killed five times 
as many innocent civilians (this does not 
include members of the IRA or Protestant 
militants) as have died in bombings. We 
never hear of those deaths. The majority 
of sectarian murders have now been link- 
ed to the SAS — a secret branch of the 
British Army — when for two years the 
IRA and the Protestant extremists blam- 


An Average Day in Northern Ireland 


The religious bigotry in Northern 
Ireland springs from deliberate British 
policy that goes back as far as 1795 when 
they encouraged the growth of the Orange 
Order-supported by British policies and 
even British money. The violent anti- 
Catholic propaganda and pogroms of the 
Orange Order brought attention to 
religious differences and deliberately 
sought to destroy the United Irishman 
movement of the late 18th century, in 
which Catholic and Protestants joined to 
fight British imperialism. 

It has always been a fight against im- 
perialism — the exploitation and 
genocide of the British government. The 
Orange Order has ruled Northern Ireland 
for almost 200 years through the Protes- 
tant Ascendency and they have been 
backed all the way by the British. Who 
are the men of violence in Ireland — most 
assuredly not the people, but the rulers 
north and south of the border, and es- 
pecially across the Irish sea — those men

Robert Grasso was nervous, 
obviously unused to speaking 
before television floodlights and 
state legislators. He mumbled 
for a moment, and apologized for 
his grammar to the crowd at the 
John Hancock Auditorium. 
Then the former heroin addict 
came shyly to the central point 
of the proceedings that drew 
hundreds to the public hearing 
Thursday. 

“Tf there was a law a few years 
ago, like this one proposed,” he 
said, “I wouldn’t be here today. 
I'd be in prison. I was lucky. 
Instead of getting sent away for 
40 years, I went to a treatment 
program.” 

Three years ago, Grasso was 
convicted of heroin pushing. To- 
day he is himself a counselor to 
addicts ordered by a court, as 
Grasso was, to enter a drug treat- 
ment program. Next year, courts 
in Massachusetts may no longer 
be able to do what they did for 
Grasso. That is because of action 
the state legislature may take 
this week on a variety of bills — 
at least one of which is given a 
good chance to pass, even by its 
foes — that would drastically in- 
crease penalties for drug offenses 
in Massachusetts. Inspired by 
the so-called Rockefeller Law 
(the New York statute that calls 
for mandatory terms of from 25 
years to life in prison for drug 
deals), the proposed laws would 
have put Robert Grasso behind 
bars for at least five years and 
perhaps for life. 

The proposals are part of a 
snowballing election-year trend 
toward reactionary drug legisla- 
tion which comes only three 
years after a major liberalization 
of state drug laws. The bills 
would end the trend toward 
therapy for addicts in favor of a 
return to a combination of 
punishment and out-of-sight, 
out-of-mind. At their not-so- 
mild mildest, the proposals call 
for sentences of no less than five 
years in prison for any convicted 
heroin dealer, whether addict or 
| not — unlike the present law 
which allows the courts to send 
the addict to treatment centers. 


At its extreme, the legislation 
would demand the death penalty 
for ‘inducing a minor to sell any 
controlled substance’ — even 
marijuana. The same bill would . 
restore hallucinogens, hashish 
and cocaine dealing to the same 
status as that of heroin. 

Rep. Michael Flaherty (D- 
South Boston), chairman of the 
legislature’s Commission on 
Drug Abuse and a leading spon- 
sor of the new legislation, suc- 
cinctly says, ‘It looks to me like 
the only way to stem the rising 
tide of drug abuse is to start put- 
ting people in the can for a long, 
long time.” 


Who’s in Favor? 


The spectre of a revival of 
harsh drug laws has sneaked up 
on even those closest connected 
to state drug policy. The 
proposals, unlike New York’s, 
have been notable not for who is 
supporting them, but for who is 
not. The Governor is not. The 
Attorney General is not. The 
Commissioner for Drug 
Rehabilitation is not. The 
Boston Police Commissioner and 
the state Secretary of Public 
Safety are not. But if Rzp. 
Flaherty is to be believed, there 
are enough legislators to override 
even a Governor’s veto and pass 
House Bill 6011 (given the best 
chance) and possibly the 
Rockefeller-like 6045, which 
Flaherty says he is seriously con- 
sidering bringing to the floor 
from out of his drug commission. 

It seems that even Flaherty 
senses the nearly absurd ex- 
tremes in his own legislation 
(Sure, I guess a kid could get 
life for selling one pill, but that’s 
the chance we have to take,” he 
says), but is, like perhaps a ma- 
jority of the legislature, willing 
to ignore them in this election 
year. “It’s all very cynical,” says 
a Beacon Hill lobbyist for drug 
law reform. “Junkies are the 
pawns for legislators who want to 
go home and say they’ve done 
something about the drug 
problem.” 

._ As .late .as. the beginning of 
April, there were no tough drug 


bills at all getting much atten- 
tion from legislators. Although 
Flaherty cites constituent 
pressure as his main motivation, 
others — like state Com- 
missioner for Drug Rehabilita- 
tion Mathew Dumont — trace 
the origin of the stiff proposals to 
the aftermath of a television 
program, a documentary by 
WCVB’s Mike Taibbi called The 
September Factor. Set in a series 
of ghetto lounges and housing 
projects, the program featured 
interviews with three purported 
heroin pushers whose statements 
(which Taibbi says were cor- 
roborated by 15 other dealers) 
were used to propose this 
hypothesis: the New York drug 
laws that took effect last 


September have begun a mass 
migration of heroin dealers to 
Boston. The program pointedly 
proposed that’ unless 
Massachusetts adopts laws com- 
parable to New York’s, Boston 
would become, in the words of a 
follow-up Channel 5 editorial, 
“the heroin center for the entire 
East Coast.’ Audience reaction 
was so great that the show was 
twice repeated. 

Despite objections to that 
thesis by virtually every major 
official with a connection to drug 
policy, Rep. Flaherty within a 
week after the show had filed his 
bill and, shortly thereafter, the 
Judiciary Committee, under urg- 
ing from Rep. Louis Leblanc (D- 
New Bedford) lumped together a 


Penalties & the Bills 


Two bills to severely in- 
crease drug offense penalties 
in Massachusetts will like- 
ly be debated by the 
legislature beginning this 
Tuesday. 

House 6045: Conceded 
even by its opponents to have 
a strong chance to pass, 6045 
would increase the penalty for 
possession with intent to sell 
heroin, whether by addict or 
non-addict, to ‘not less than 
five years and not more than 
life.” Second offenses would 
mean 20 years to life. No 
suspended sentences would 
be allowed in either case. 
Current law calls for 
sentences up to 10 years for 
first offense, but sets no 
minimum. Second-offenders 
must be sentenced currently 
to at least 10 years, but a 
judge may put part of that 
into a suspended sentence. 
Bill 6045 has already been 
favorably reported by the 
Judiciary Committee. 

House 6Q11: This would 
give Massachusetts one of the 
nation’s strictest drug laws. It 


calls for life in prison for 
anyone convicted of posses- 
sion with intent to sell any 
class A or B controlled sub- 
stance — including both hard 
narcotics as well as bar- 
biturates, hallucinogens, 
cocaine and hashish. No 
parole would be allowed for at 
least 15 years. This bill was 
referred back to the 
Legislative Commission on 
Drug Abuse last week by its 
sponsor Rep. Michael Flaher- 
ty (D-South Boston) for more 
study. Flaherty says, though, 
that he may revive the bill 
this week by moving to sub- 
stitute it for 6045. Flaherty’s 
bill also calls for “‘the punish- 
ment of death” for anyone 
who induces a minor to 
engage in the sale or distribu- 
tion of any controlled sub- 
stance — a category which in- 
cludes marijuana. Current 
law calls for not more than a 
5-year sentence for sale of 
hallucinogens and not more 
than 10 years for sale of 
amphetamines or bar- 


biturates. 


bunch of dead bills and created 
House 6045. (The documentary , 
has since become the subject of a « 
complaint to the Federal Com- 
munications Commission by 
SANE, the Committee for a 
Sane Drug Policy, which charges 
that the show violated the FCC’s 
fairness doctrine.) Reporter 
Taibbi, who says he hoped the 
show would induce a crackdown 
on non-addict pushers, concedes 
that a “chain reaction” has 
followed it, including House Bill 
6045, whose stiff penalties are 
undifferentiatingly applied to 
the legions of addicts and non- 
addicts convicted of ‘‘possession 
with intent to sell.” 


Mandatory Sentences 


Most significantly, that 
legislation would signal the 
return of the discredited 
‘‘minimum mandatory’’ 
sentence, eliminated from the 
law in 1971 after a long fight and 
study. Under minimum man- 
datory law, a judge can no longer 
take mitigating circumstances 
into account when sentencing: 
anyone convicted of pushing 
heroin gets at least five years. 

Robert Grasso, both addict 
and dealer three years ago, says, 
“The law would end rehabilita- 
tion programs for all addicts, 
because all addicts deal 
sometime. You have to.” 

“The whole pusher/user dis- 
tinction is an impossibility,” 
says Mathew Dumont. “People 
have this image of the non- 
addict mafioso selling opiated 
lollipops from a Cadillac at the 
schoolyard. That’s just 
bullshit.” By not recognizing 
that, says a Beacon Hill SANE 
lobbyist, the legislature might 
inadvertently decrease drug 
penalties: judges might prefer to 
give no sentence at all, rather 
than the stiff five-year term. 

“The idea that this law will 
help us get the really big 
suppliers is absurd,’’ says 
SANE’s Marsha Samuels. 
“What would happen is the cops 
would feel public pressure, go 
out. and bust the small-time 
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vents will be listed free of charge subject 
to revision by the editor.

SPIES VS. JOHN & YOKO 

John Lennon and Yoko Ono 
are suing former Attorney 
Generals John Mitchell and 
Richard Kleindienst and the US 
Immigration Service for using il- 
legal spy tactics against them. 
John and Yoko’s attorney, Leon 
Wildes, says that a secret in- 
telligence memo detailing sur- 
veillance of the couple was leak- 
ed to him from an unnamed 
government source. After the 
spying was allegedly carried out, 
John Lennon received a deporta- 
tion order, supposedly because of 
a minor marijuana conviction in 
England four years earlier. Len- 
non now charges that political 
motivation was behind the 
attempt to deport him. Leon 
Wildes, interviewed by 
telephone, believes that the law 
suit filed by the Lennons will un- 
cover a government conspiracy 
against them. 

Here is the text of most of the 
secret memo, as released by 
Wildes: 

‘*From: Supervisor, 
Intelligence Division, unit two. 
To: Regional Director, group 
eight. 

“Subject: The supervision of 
the activities of both John and 
Yoko Lennon. 

“Tt has come to the further 
attention of this office that John 
Ono Lennon, formerly of the 
Beatles, and Yoko Ono Lennon, 
wife of John Lennon, have inten- 
tions of remaining in this coun- 
try and seeking permanent 
residence therein, as set forth in 
a previous communication; this 
has been judged to be inad- 
visable and it was recommended 
that all applications are to be 
denied. 

“Their relationship with one 
(6521) Jerry Rubin, and one 
John Sinclair (4536), also their 
many commitments which are 
judged to be highly political and 
unfavorable to the present Ad- 
ministration ... because of this 
and their controversial behavior, 
they are to be judged as both un- 
desirable and dangerous aliens. 

“... Your office is to maintain a 
constant surveillance of their 
residence and a periodic report is 
to be sent to this office ... 
reports are to be digested by this 
office.”

They 
staged a funeral on the steps of 
the Mother Church, where their 
leader intoned, “Oh God, who 
can’t read or write, who is on 
welfare and who is ‘treated like 
‘| garbage . . . whose church down 
the street has helped to close our 
jshops and move away our 
neighbors, Help us.’

GREENVILLE, Tenn. —

1965) I came to the little tailor 
shop where the 17th President 
got his commercial start in life, 
learned to read, and began mak- 
ing plans for a political career (in 
that order).

A 
picture of Andrew Johnson is on 
one wall; directly across from it 
is a picture of President Richard 
M. Nixon. The juxtaposition is 
eerie — stranger still is a letter 
underneath the Nixon portrait 
congratulating the Park Service 
for, among other things, its 
“educational endeavors.” The 
letter is dated 1972, the year the 


President was too busy to run his 


own campaign. 
’ By pushing a button at a con- 
sole located in front of the shop 
one can conjure up a. Voice not 
unlike that which accompanies 
World War II newsreel 

“This little tailor shop,” the 
Voice booms, “is a symbol of 
American Freedom and Oppor- 
tunity.” The Voice goes on to say 
that Johnson learned to read by 
reading the constitution and 
that “early in life Johnson learn- 
ed to appreciate, yes, to love, 
American democracy.” 

Then the villains entered to 
break up the love affair. 

“It seemed the radicals were 
bent upon the destruction of 
American democracy,” booms 
the Voice, ever louder. 

The taped segment ends with 
Johnson’s one-vote acquittal in 
the Senate, which “saved 
American democracy.” 

One could easily leave the ex- 
hibit with the feeling that An- 
drew Johnson personally 
redeemed the nation by getting 
‘himself impeached. 

And it’s not surprising. After 
all, busloads of school children 
make up a large portion of the 
55,000 people who annually. visit 
the place. These kids have to 
grow up with a respect for the 
Presidency. And if “radical” is a 
dirty word, so much the better ..

playground. 
So it is NBA stardom, or at 


least the fantasy thereof, that’s 
for sale at half-price at 392 Pearl 
Street in Malden. There, future 
Hondos and Clydes can find, for 
cheap, the equipment they need. 
at the Converse Retail Store. 
This shed-like building on the 
banks of the Mystic is the fac- 
tory outlet for the sneakers 
manufactured at the huge plant 
next door. Like most factory out- 
lets, the products sold are 
“irregulars’’ — shoes judged 
slightly defective, but not 
noticeably inferior. You don’t get 
the shoe-horn service of your 
neighborhood store, but you do 
get astoundingly low prices on 
the sneakers loosely piled on 
open shelves. A pair of “fast- 
break” sneakers can be had, in 
adult sizes, for as little as $3.50. 
Better models — including the 
firm’s famed all-stars and Jack 
Purcell styles — go for about $7, 
half the price you’d pay 
elsewhere.

WBZ-TV, Channel 4, is still running 
scared as a result of the improved ratings 
of Channel 7’s 6 p.m. newscast and is con- 
tinuing to make format changes and per- 
sonnel shifts. Latest to be affected is 
newsman Jack Cole, who has lost the ti- 
tle, “political editor” and has not had his 
contract renewed. 

Abolition of the job title was a 
recommendation of McHugh and Hoff- 
man, the consulting firm which is 
evaluating the station’s newscasts. They 
pointed out that it did not accurately 
reflect Cole’s duties and was confusing to 
viewers. But the contract situation ap- 
parently was Cole’s own doing. He was 
reportedly demanding a fat salary in- 
crease since he was sharing anchorman 
duties with Tom Ellis at 6 o’clock. He 
continues to cover politics, but he’s not 
co-anchoring. co-anchor spot has 
gone to Tony Pepper of KOA-TV, 
Denver, who will start July 1. 

Still, Jack may have the last laugh. He 
is negotiating with NBC for a job. If he 
leaves, the bulk of Channel 4’s political 
reporting would go to reporter-at-large- 
Dick Flavin, who is competent, but some 
observers worry that Flavin has been do- 
ing too many comic bits of late. 


Again, the cause of all the concern, at 
both Channels 4 and 5, is the phenomenal 
success of Candlepins for Cash, the lead- 
in to the Channel 7 early news. Ironically, 
however, both stations were offered the 
program ahead of Channel 7 and turned it 
down. It is now the most popular and in- 
ane local show in New England. 


The House of Representatives killed 
chances of any public financing of this 
year’s state election last week by 
sending all such legislation to a study, 
thus heading the recommendation of 
Election Laws Committee Chairman 
George Keverian of Everett, an opponent 
of the concept. 

Keverian does plan to conduct a serious 
study, he says, but proponents of the

Date: School Committee Reform Vote

Barring any last minute 
legislative screw-ups or court in- 
junctions, the voters of Boston 
will be finally given the chance 
this Tuesday, June 4, to go to the 
polls and vote for a change in the 
way the city’s school’s are run. 

It’s important to understand 
that, despite the almost total 
lack of media interest this time 
around, and unlike the recent 
“busing”’ referendum that was a 
complete waste of time and 
money, Tuesday’s primary elec- 
tion is crucial — if this chance to 
abolish the five member at large 
school committee (a proven 
failure by any standard) is miss- 
ed it may be 20 years before we 
get another try at reforming the 
school administration and turn- 
ing around the frightening 
decline of educational quality in 
Boston. 

Voters will choose one of four 


reform plans in the primary, the 
winner to be pitted against the 
present school committee make- 
up in the November final. The 
plans: 

Plan One: School Committee 
Chairman Paul Tierney’s 
proposal expands the committee 
to eight members, all elected at- 
large and it makes the mayor a 
member exofficio (to vote in case 
of a tie only). It would also give 
school committee members, who 
now receive no pay, a salary of 
$75 a meeting. 

The plan is designed to in- 
crease (very slightly) the chance 
for minority representation on 
the board and yet retain a city- 
wide body that doesn’t get bog- 
ged down in selfish disputes 
between neighborhoods as 
some think a district school com- 
mittee might. The stipend would 
eliminate the need for members 


to hold up school employees and 
contractors through testimonial 
dinners to pay their expenses. 
But the plan offers little change, 
even Tierney is not all that 
serious about it, and no one else 
seems interested at all. 

Plan Two: It expands the 
committee to 11 members, all 
elected from zones, and creates a 
22 member School Congress. It 
assures representation from all 
sections of the city and provides 
parents with some input. But the 
plan sacrifices a city-wide in- 
terest, the Congress has no real 
power to do anything but offer 
parents a chance to “monitor” 
the budget process, and the plan 
doesn’t address the need for 
reform of the school administra- 
tion bureaucracy itself. 

It was conceived by an un- 
usual coalition of parents ‘on 
both sides of the busing issue 


and it is supported by State 
Senator Joseph Timilty of Mat- 
tapan, who wants to be mayor. 


Plan Three: It offers the most 
profound reform, creating a 
network of area and smaller 
neighborhood councils with 
limited power over program 
budgets, hiring, and curriculum. 
It abolishes the school com- 
mittee outright. 


In a fit of exaggeration, an aide 
to Mayor White said it was form- 
ed by “‘a coalition of every group 
in the city to the left of the 
mayor.” The plan is strongly 
supported, though, by White 
because it gives the mayor power 
to appoint the school superinten- 
dent and, most significantly, it 
gives the mayor (who sets the tax 
rate) control over the school 
budget itself and a good deal of 
patronage besides. And in that 


sense it falls short of real 
neighborhood control. Op- 
ponents also say it’s too 
elaborate and unproven. 


Plan Four: City Council 
President Gerald O’Leary’s 
proposal retains the present five 
at-large members but adds six 
more members elected from dis- 
tricts. 


The plan balances 
neighborhood control with a 
city-wide concern and O’Leary 
says minority members can get 
elected. Still, he drummed up 
little support for the plan, 
perhaps because it’s not a drastic 
enough reform to make much 
difference in the foreseeable 
future. It seems likely that, un- 
der O’Leary’s plan, the interests 
that dominate the board now 
would still constitute a working 
majority. 


The Saga 


of “Sweet Eros’”’

The gentlemen from the DA’s 
office turned AD for a spell last 
week — serving as self-appointed 
Associate Directors, more or less, 
for the controversial theatrical 
production Sweet Eros which 
was busted by the state police 
towards the end of its virgin per- 
formance at Theatre Two in 
Cambridge. After this rude in- 
terruption, however — and after 
the booking and arraignment of 
12 members of the theater com- 
pany in Cambridge’s Third 
District Court — the show was 


allowed to go on. ‘‘With 
modifications.” 
What “with modifications” 


means is that the keepers of the 
morals of the Commonwealth in- 
sisted upon making certain 
directorial changes in the way 
the allegedly “lewd” material be 
performed — and there were 
state police in the audience every 
night (at $5 a head, isn’t it 
wonderful the way the Com- 
monwealth spends our money?) 
to make sure that the 
modifications were upheld. In 
the case of Sweet Eros, in which 
Lisa Ingalls is supposedly 
stripped nude by Joel Polinsky 
who has her bound, gagged, and 
strapped to a swivel chair in 
some out of the way place, Ms. 
Ingalls was required to keep her 
panties on (though the actors 
were allowed after some 
deliberation to remove her bra). 


Later when Ingalls and Polinsky ~ * 


perform a simulated sex act, 
they were charged by the Com- 
monwealth to do so under a 
sheet. Perhaps the most bizarre 
touch added to the evening by 
the prosecutors occurs during 
Michael McClure’s The Beard, 
performed on the same bill with 
Sweet Eros. Herein, an act of 
cunnilingus was plunged into 
darkness, of course, but not 
before the actor is seen to remove 
the actress’ underpants. The 
Commonwealth’s solution to 
that one? She wears two pairs! 
Foxy, no? Needless to add, those 
members of the public wander- 
ing into Theatre Two last week 
just to get their prurient in- 
terests prodded were sadly dis- 
appointed. 

A reversal was expected after 
Wednesday morning when 
“Sweet Eros’’ had its (first) day 
in Third District Court, Judge 
Feloney presiding. The 
significance of the case is that it 
marks the first attempted 
prosecution of an allegedly 
obscene entertainment/art work 
since the Commonwealth’s 
obscenity laws were struck down 
late in April because they lacked 
the necessary specificity to be 
deemed constitutional. 

Joel Polinsky and the Theatre 
Two company had been charged 
under the morals statute, design- 
ed to protect an unsuspecting

citizenry from surprise public 
displays of “lewd and lascivious 
conduct.”” The Commonwealth 
was represented by Assistant 
District Attorney (Middlesex

Clark. 

Schneider argued first for a 
dismissal of the charge of “open 
and gross lewdness” against 10 of 
the 12 defendants, not actors in

morals statute) specifically reads 
d a woman who.”

: Can you help a confused vegetarian? 
What are the differences between 
milk, cream, butter, buttermilk, 
cheese, cheese curds, cottage cheese, 
sour cream and yogurt? Briefly, where 
do they come from and how do they 
get that way? — J.D., Nahant. 

: Briefly, all those things except milk 
come from milk, which comes from 
itself. It is the basic material from 
which all dairy products are produced. 
Cream is the yellowish part of milk, 
rich in butterfat, which rises to the top 
of milk or is skimmed off by cen- 
trifugal force. For commercial pur- 
poses it must contain at least 18 per- 
cent butterfat. Butter is a concentra- 
tion of butterfat or milk fat. Most 
butter contains at least 80 percent fat, 
not more than 16 percent water, about 
2 percent added salt and 1 percent 
milk curd. It is made by separating 
cream from milk by gravity, then sub- 
jecting the cream to mechanical agita- 
tion (churning). Buttermilk is a by- 
product of the churning of cream and 
is largely a de-fatted cream. It has a 
high nutritive value and is made by 
pasteurizing skim milk, cooling it, ad- 
ding starter culture, breaking the curd 
that forms after letting the milk stand 
for about 14 hours, and cooling by 
water. It is a relative of yogurt. Cheese 
is a complex product whose composi- 
tion is determined by a number of in- 
terrelated factors, the percentage of 
fat in the milk and the method of 


manufacture being the most impor- 
tant. There are several hundred 
varieties of cheese, all with somewhat 
complex properties. Basically, cheese 
is made by coagulating milk, cutting 
and heating the curd (the coagulated 
or thickened part of milk as dis- 
tinguished from the whey, or watery 
part) to express the whey, then press- 
ing and ripening the cheese. Cottage 
cheese, sometimes called pot or Dutch 
cheese, is made from pasteurized skim 
milk to which rennet (the contents of 
the stomach of an un-weaned calf or 
the lining membrane of the stomach) 
and bacterial starters are added to 
coagulate the milk and produce flavor. 


The curd is cut when firm and whey is: 


expelled by heat. The whey is drained 
from the firmed curd particles, which 
are salted and creamed. Sour cream is 
a heavy-bodied ripened cream of high 
acidity which contains at least 18 per- 
cent butterfat. Yogurt is made from 
milk that has been curdled by the ac- 
tion of cultures. It is prepared by in- 
oculating milk which is previously 
boiled and cooled to body temperature 
either with a laboratory culture of 
yogurt bacteria or yogurt from a 
previous batch. It is then incubated at 
110-112 degrees for three to four hours 
or overnight at room temperature. 
“Yogurt” is the stuff that comes from 
the biological changes in milk produc- 
ed by the yogurt bacteria and certain 
types of yeast.

SDS Death: Panthers, PL, Weatherpeople 


By Carl Oglesby 
(This is the final installment ina 
two-part commentary on SDS, a 
Random House book by 
Kirkpatrick Sale. In the first 
part, Oglesby raises the question 
of whether SDS died as a result 
of suicide or murder by the Nix- 
on state. In this article, he ex- 
amines the emergence of the 
Weatherpeople in relation to the 
infiltration of PL into SDS ranks 
and the conflicts stemming from 
the SDS commitment to the 
Panthers.) 

The Weathermen were above 
all a phenomenon of a fast- 
breakdown period. Sale shows us 
that he is touched by their pas- 
sion and intensity and wonders 
how much better he might have 
done in their circumstances, but 
he is not afraid of letting us see 
that their decision for violence 
frightens him. He calls them “‘a 
pathetically small band of peo- 
ple, isolated by intent as well as 
failure, taking the last desperate 
step they knew how to take to 
live their lives in such a way that 
it did not contradict their 
politics.” 

My idea of what the 
Weathermen were about is not 
necessarily the clearer for my 
having been close to many of 
them as they came into politics 
and so having seen them from 
the beginning, as brothers and 
sisters, instead of from the end, 
as a finished historical syllogism. 
I also sat on the SDS National 
Committee of ’68-’69 from which 
they went forth to the PL con- 
frontation in one set of political 
actions while in another set, at 
the same time, they fought to 
maintain vital communications 
with the black movement, which 
by then meant the Panthers. 
Sale is right in projecting the 
Weather climax as tragic. It 
arose from a complex inner com- 
pulsion to do what appeared to 
be needed, regardless of conse- 
quences. But Sale might have 
given more weight to the exter- 
nal forces also at work. 

Recall the situation of 1969 
and its moods. Nixon installed. 
The coming Vietnam escalations 
in the air. The Panthers’ Bobby 
Seale in the Chicago 8 trial 
bound and gagged on order of the 
judge because his answers were 
too profound. Fred Hampton 
shot in his bed by the police. 
Nixon’s reign dead ahead. No 
Watergate in sight. 

At issue then within SDS was 
not only the usual question of 
strategy, namely, what might a 
strategy be like if it existed, but 
the more difficult, what are the 
real problems, what are the real 
opportunities? The predicament 
could be described a thousand 
ways. Sale’s fairly strict 
adherence to factual narrative is 
wise. In my mind, its complex- 
ities resolved into two linked 
fields of influences centering 
around PL and the Panthers. 


The PL 


PL. Design itself could have 
fashioned no approach to politics 
less compatible than PL’s 
truculent Maoism with SDS’s 
“faith that the spirit would 
decide, that an invisible hand 
would enable all to be resolved if 
honesty prevailed.’’ PL was clos- 
ed and remote, SDS was present 
and open. SDS’s radicalism was 
intuitive and sensual, PL’s was 
scientistic and cold. 


When I joined SDS in 1964, PL 
was already there, outlying yet 
present. There appeared to be an 
unspoken agreement between 
the two, based for SDS’s part 
(Sale does not speak of PL’s 
motives) on the assumption that 
whatever was not an intellectual 
threat was no threat at all. So 
long as PL made no moves on the 
organization, it was permitted to 
swim within SDS as it pleased. 
Permitted.”’ There was actually 
little SDS could have done to 
stop it. But until the year before 
the big SDS-PL confrontation in 
Chicago in 1969, which Sale 
paints with appropriately swirl- 
ing colors, SDS regulars tended 
to regard PL’s self-important 
dogmatism with amusement, for 
example, by acknowledging PL’s 
announcement of changing from 
PLM for Movement to PLP for 
Party with the words, ‘‘a strange 
and wonderful phenomenon.” 

The amusement began to 
come unstuck early in 1968. In 
the beginning PL had simply 
been one among other sectarian 
comers. You expect it on the left. ; 
But by 1967 it had made itself j 
the primary faction inside SDS, Jy March, 1970, Weatherman bomb factory in New York blew up killing several members of the un-

middle of a historian’s 
“donneybrook. The historical 
reputation of Andrew Johnson 
rises and falls every few decades; 
he was a villain in the 1870's, a 
“goat” by the 1890’s, a hero in 
the 1920’s and 1930's and back to 
a “goat,”’ and even a villain by 
the late 1960’s and 1970's. The 
National Park Service has 
chosen to go with the “devil” 
theory of impeachment, with the 
radicals cast in the role of devils. 
But according to some 
historians, the term “radical’’ is 
misleading. Originally the 
Radical Republicans were those 
who favored a more active an- 
tislavery policy than that follow- 
ed by President Lincoln. Even 
after the promulgation of the 
Emanicipation Proclamation 
differences remained, as Radical 
Republicans pressed for a strong 
reconstruction policy. But when 
Andrew Johnson vetoed key 
legislation in 1866, he broke not 
with these “radicals,” but with 
nearly the entire Republican 
Party. 

Johnson and his allies (mostly 
Democrats) began to call all of 
these Republicans “radicals” in 
an effort to discredit them in the 
eyes of the public. 

But instead of fleeing from the 
term (as Agnew’s “Radic-libs” 
did) most of the Republicans 
wore the appellation as a badge 
of defiance. Thus, in actually 
defining a congressman’s 
political outlook, the term 
became meaningless except in 
identifying opposition to the 
policies of the President. 

So when one refers to 
“radicals” in this period one is 
referring to the majority bloc 
within Congress, not to some 
wild-eyed fringe group. It is a 
distinction not often made in the 


high school history texts. 

This majority bloc saw its 
legislation vetoed, reconstruc- 
tion policies subverted, and 
witnessed what it perceived as a 
dangerous reorganization of the 
military by the President. It 
finally impeached Andrew John- 
son in 1868 and came within a 
vote of conviction. 

According to the latest set of 
“revisionist” historians, as well 
as lawyer-scholar Raoul Berger, 
the Congress probably did have 
grounds to impeach Andrew 
Johnson in 1868. 

And, in the post-Brown vs. 
Board of Education period, there 
are a good number of people who 
are having second thoughts 
about whether the ‘‘harsh 
reconstruction” that presumably 
would have followed conviction 
would have been any worse than 
letting Jim Crow reign for a cen- 
tury. 

But if Johnson could have 
been impeached by 1868, there 
were those, especially in the Bay 
State, who were ready to see him 
go in 

Had Andrew Johnson’s oval 
office conversations been record- 
ed for posterity it’s a good bet 
that most of the deleted ex- 
pletives would have been 
directed towards Massachusetts 
citizens. 


Hating the East 


The self-taught tailer from 
East Tennessee had a visceral 
hatred for the Eastern Establish- 
ment of the 1860’s — and at that 
time Boston, rather than New 
York or Washington, was seen as 
the headquarters for “radical” 
journalists and politicans. 
Charles Sumner, Wendell 
Phillips, Jacob M. Howard and 
other Bay State residents were so 
vocal in their opposition to John- 
son's policies that they make 
contemporary Republicans Ed 
Brooke, Francis Sargent, and 
Elliot Richardson look like Nix- 


on cheerleaders in comparison. 

Abolitionist journalist 
Wendell Phillips, for instance, 
saw Johnson as “an obstacle to 
be removed” by January of 1866, 
scarcely 10 months after Abe 
Lincoln began a moulderin’ in 
the grave. 

Phillips compared the new 
President with Benedict Arnold 
and Aaron Burr and wrote that 
Johnson had “taken Jeff Davis’ 
place as leader of the 
Confederacy.” 

In May of that same year he 
wrote that Johnson’s in- 
terference on behalf of the South 
was so blatant that a Presiden- 
tial coup d’etat was a real 
possibility. (Strong journalistic 
words for a man who had said, in 
a January 28, 1852 speech, “we 
live under a government of men 
and morning newspapers.’’) 

Massachusetts political 
figures were no less vociferous. 

Senator Charles Sumner, vain, 
personally disliked but intellec- 
tually admired by his fellow 
members of the upper chamber, 
was afflicted with a rather severe 
case of tunnel vision when it 
came to Johnson. 

A man of unbounded moral 
rectitude (one biographer wrote 
of Sumner, “he fought lonely 
battles for principles other 
senators could not understand”’), 
Sumner immediately perceived 
Andrew Johnson as a threat to 
his dream of a totally 
reconstructed South. 

Indeed, if the term “radical” 
had any meaning at all in the 
post-civil war context, it applied 
to Sumner. He went far beyond 
others sharing the label in that 
he saw Reconstruction as an op- 
portunity to radically alter the 
social, as well as political, struc- 
ture of the South. He fought for 
land confiscation and redistribu- 
tion, free public education for all 
citizens (black and white, 
although it is not clear if he 
meant in the same classroom) 


and the extension of the 
franchise to blacks and denial of 
the vote to those Southern 
whites who had taken an active 
part in the rebellion. 

Sumner was especially outrag- 
ed by reports that former slaves 
were being assaulted, mutilated, 
and even murdered by the white 
population in the South. He con- 
cluded one speech on the Senate 
floor saying “‘an avenging God 
cannot sleep while such things 
find countenance.” He shared 
this insomnia and urged his 
fellow members of Congress to 
awake to the fact that Andrew 
Johnson was making the 
“greatest and most criminal 
error ever committed by any 
government” by failing to move 
forward with Reconstruction. 

A week before Congress con- 
vened in January of 1866, 
Sumner and Johnson met to dis- 
cuss the issue. The transcript of 
the conversation goes as follows: 

The President: Are there no 
murders in Massachusetts? 

Mr. Sumner: Unhappily yes — 
sometimes. 

The President: Are there no 
assaults in Boston? Do not men 
there sometimes knock each 
other down, so that police is (sic) 
obliged to interfere? 

Mr. Sumner: Unhappily, yes. 

The President: Would you 
consent that Massachusetts on 
this account should be excluded 
from Congress? 

Mr. Sumner: No, Mr. Presi- 
dent, I would not... 

Apparently Sumner’s fellow 
senators were not the only ones 
who had trouble understanding 
his principles! 

President Johnson, on his 
part, made little effort to hide 
his dislike for his Massachusetts 
opponents. 

In a late January, 1866 speech, 
following his fruitless confronta- 
tion with Sumner, Johnson lash- 
ed out at critics. At first he 
referred vaguely to “traitors who

break the 
government,” but the crowd 
demanded names. Johnson 
allowed his arm to be twisted: 
“Suppose I should name to you 
those whom I look upon as being 
opposed to the fundamental 
principles of government, and as 
now laboring to destroy them. I 
say Thaddeus Stevens of Penn- 
sylvania; I say Charles Sumner 
of Massachusetts; I say Wendell 
Phillips of Massachusetts.” 

The Chicago Tribune (the 
Manchester Union Leader of its 
day) seized upon the speech in 
an editorial, declaring there was 
now only one way in which the 
“Northern rebellion” could be 
put down — by arresting 
Stevens, Sumner and Phillips for 
the “‘crime of treason.”” The 
President, said the newspaper, 
“should, like Cromwell, dissolve 
the ‘rump Congress’ at 
Washington.” 

But this fearsome threesome 
was not arrested. Nor was An- 
drew Johnson impeached in 
1866. 

Military Moves 

Congress, far from being 
dissolved, was hardening in its 
resolve to see Reconstruction 
through. But still the vetoes 
came. And, perhaps more 
ominously, the President began 
to make rather active use of his 
powers as Commander-in-Chief 
in order to replace military com- 
manders in the South with men 
who would carry out his version 
of Reconstruction. 

By 1867 it was clear that an 
impasse had been reached. 
Opinion favoring impeachment 
was strong (the Atlantic 
Monthly sanctified the radical 
position by printing an article by 
Charles Mayo Ellis entitled 
“The Causes for Which a Presi- 
dent Can Be Impeached”’ in 
January of 1867) but did not con- 
stitute a majority. 

Johnson’s Secretary of the 
Navy, Gideon Welles, launched 
a counter attack against the 
press, charging that it had been 
“prolific in manufacturing scan- 
dal against him” as part of a 
“design to attempt impeach- 
ment if he did not yield to 
them.” 

And some newspapers had 
been riding Johnson hard, stress- 
ing his reputation as a drunkard 
and insinuating that he had con- 
spired to assassinate Lincoln. 

The Radicals put their hopes 
on the elections in the fall of 
1867. They hoped for a mandate 
to impeach. 

In the fall, 1867 elections the 
anti-Johnson Republicans suf- 
fered a sharp set-back, however. 
Impeachment apparently was 
not a popular issue to run on; the 
Republicans lost California, 
Connecticut, New Jersey, Penn- 
sylvania, and the state of New 
York. In Ohio the state 
legislature went Democratic; 
thus Senator Benjamin Wade, 
who would have succeeded John- 
son had any impeachment 
attempt been successful, was to 
leave office by March 4, 1869 
(state legislators elected senators 
at this time in the nation’s 
history). 

It would be fair to say that Ben 


would 
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Wade had not been adverse to 
becoming President of the 
United States; no Car! Albert he. 
In fact, Wade’s ambition 
probably cost the impeachment 
movement votes in both the 
House and Senate. The big issue, 
aside from Reconstruction, was 
monetary policy, with the hard- 
money, free-trade forces suppor- 
ting the President against Wade, 
who had close connections with 
soft-money, high-tariff interests. 
This split, coupled with the fear 
on the part of some Republican 
Presidential hoepfuls that they 
might create an unbeatable in- 
cumbent by elevating Wade, 
made impeachment unlikely by 
the beginning of 1868. 

The only bright spot for the 
Radicals in the election of 1867 
was that a strong new voice was 
found in the personage of Ben- 
jamin F. Butler’ of 
Massachusetts, a new House 
member. 

Butler immediately became a 
leader of the somewhat dis- 
spirited impeachment forces in 
the House of Representatives. 

But Andrew Johnson could not 
leave well enough alone. 

On February 21, 1868, the 
President moved to depose 
Secretary of War Edwin M. 
Stanton, even though the Senate 
had specifically blocked him 
from doing so under the Tenure 
of Office Act just a month 
earlier. 

The firestorm he created was 
roughly equal to that which 
might have taken place had 
Richard Nixon released the 
transcripts during the Saturday 
Night Massacre. 

The Chicago Tribune, which 
had supported Johnson faithful- 
ly, finally broke and (shades of 
1974) ran an editorial calling for 
his impeachment. 


According to Ben Butler, “For 
a tithe (of Johnson’s) usurpa- 
tion, lawlessness and tyranny 
our fathers dissolved their con- 
nection with the government of 
King George, for less than this 
King James lost his throne and 
King Charles lost his head.” 
They just don’t make rhetoric 
like that any more! Butler had 
more firepower than Father 
Drinan, Michael Harrington, 
and Gerry Studds combined. 

Within a week a vote came in 
the House: by 126 to 47 it was 
decided to impeach the Presi- 
dent of the United States. 

The remarkably swift passage 
was due to the fact that much of 
the preliminary work had 
already been done. In December 
of 1867 a majority of the House 
Judiciary Committee had 
recommended impeachment but 
it had failed to carry the full 
House. Now, fueled by anger 
over the Stanton firing, the 
House acted. By March 4, the 
seven managers appointed by 
the House were ready to lay 
eleven articles of impeachment 
before the Senate. 

The rest of the story is familiar. 
Chief Justice Salmon P. Chase 
appeared in his judicial robes on 
the next day, March 5, and the 
Senate was organized as a “‘court 
of impeachment.” 

The trial actually began on

Seven Republicans wi 
joined Democrats on these key i 
votes and ever since these GOP 
members have been a subject of | 
controversy.

However, according to 
historian Ralph Roske, writingin | | 
“The Seven Martyrs?’”’, the 
legend was greatly exaggerated. ; 
In fact, he argues that 
Republican anger was 
remarkably short-lived. 
Although each of the five who 
were still active by 1970 
(Fessenden died in 1869; Grimes 
had a debilitating stroke the 
same year) was out of sympathy 
with the Republican administra- 
tion, none were formally forced 
out of the Party. Two, Ross and

Trumbull, left voluntarily, ac- 
cording to Roske, and enjoyed 
long and respected careers as 
Democrats. Henderson ended up 
serving as the presiding officer of 
the Republican National 
Convention in 1884, while Fowler 
and Van Winkle, Republicans in 
Democratic border states, 
retired from politics at the end of 
their terms. 

All of which makes interesting 
grist for the historian’s mill. 

But the fact remains: the one 
vote defeat forever consigned the 
Radicals, and especially the 
Massachusetts Radicals, who 
had been so hot to impeach 
Johnson in 1866 and pushed 
hardest in 1868, to the dust heap 
of history. 

One can argue the pros and 
cons of Andrew Johnson’s im- 
peachment, but the hard fact of 
his acquittal makes possible only 
one “official version”: victory by 
the good guys and reaffirmation 
that “the system works.”

The outfront PL man 
was voted down, but someone 
not seemingly a partisan — an 
until then unheard: of regular-to- 
straight type (grad studies at 
Brandeis with Marcuse) — com- 
plained from the floor that 
SDS’s tactics were no better 


than PL’s and nominated 
himself as an independent 
against one of the caucus 
organizers. Populist sentiment 
ran strong his way, the PL bloc 
gave him its full support on 
grounds that anyone was better 
than his anti-PL opponent, he 
won by one vote, and within a 
few weeks had surfaced as PL’s 
man in the SDS national office. 


The Panthers 


The Panthers. The powers of 
SDS grew largely out of SDS’s 
early intimate relationship with 
SNCC and expired when the 
bond with the West Coast 
Panthers was broken down in the 
Weatherman period. ‘This is not 
“tailism.” The point could as 
easily be made the other way, 
i.e.,.that SNCC too was given 
power by its closeness to the 


_white radicals, specifically by its 


financial and political base of 
white support on the campuses. 
It is written that no other 
challenges are delayed because 
of it, but that racism is the. per- 
manent central challenge of 
American radicalism. Of which 
the corollary is: black and white 
political collaboration is the es- 
sential ingredient of. authentic 
and practical American 
radicalism. Without it, nothing. 
Specifically, in 68 and 69, the 
people who had been put into 
SDS national office to save SDS 
‘from PL, the future Weathermen 
and especially the remarkable

outriders like me, saw their main 
task as maintaining the link with 
the Panthers. . 

This was not simple ‘a vat 
last it could not be done, the 
fingernails tore away. . Police 
repression of the Panthers was 
carried out in that period with a 


‘frontal violence which the left’s 


feeble: shrieks of protest could 


‘not begin to check. Shortly it 


appeared to common sense that 
the Panthers could not survive 


‘what was happening to them 


without going underground in 


' some respect, if only enough that 


the integrity of communications 
could be guaranteed under at 
least some conditions against the 
powers of police espionage. 

To safeguard the left’s 
quintessential black-white link 


at a moment of sharp repression 
of militant black forces, it seem- 
ed necessary for SDS to follow 
the Panthers at least part way 
underground. This is what the 
Weathermen were saying when 
they adopted as their slogan 
Dylan’s ‘‘You don’t need a 
weatherman to know which way 
the wind blows.” In other words, 
fascism, racism, militarism and 
sexism had secured power over 
the state and were now running 
it through Nixon, and anyone 
with eyes could see that. There 
was serious doubt — not lessen- 
ed by intervening developments 
— that open organizations on the 
left would be tolerated in the. 
America of the ’70’s. Later we 
heard of domestic intelligence 
and control programs being 
scenarioed by the likes of the 
Rand Corporation and Herman 
Kahn. As another of our slogans - 
had it, the war was coming 
home. 

. To those who think the 
Weatherpeople were blinded by 
their desperation, I want to 


_ stress the coherence and in-- 


telligibility of the analysis that 
underlay their acts. In so many 
words, the Weather position had 
come to be that American 
democracy was financed off the 
backs of the peoples of the Third 
World by imperialism; that 
when imperialism suffered an 
external setback as in Vietnam, — 
that would be reflected in terms 
of heightened domestic tension 
between democracy and 
capitalism; that as of the turn of . 
the decade it was clear that the 


- U.S. military could not prevail 


against the Vietnamese revolu- 
tion without escalating the war 
still again; and that new es- 
calations were certain to be coor- 
dinated with means for sup- 
pressing the dissent that would 


‘also predictably escalate. 


So in 1969 the feeling was un- 
iversal on the left that what had 


‘been bad before with Johnson 


was about to get worse with Nix- 
on. The threat of fascism seemed 
to be building up exactly as 
theory predicted it would, con- 
fronted with the resistance of the 
Vietnamese. The leading ques- 
tion was what to do, and the 


‘leading answer was Weather-

street pushers, while the French 
Connection guys do business as 
usual. And if you do bust a major 
supplier, we already have laws — 
25-year sentences — to deal with 
him.” 

The spectre of an army of New 
York pushers heading north is 
part of what Dumont calls “im- 
pressionistic street wisdom 
that’s being used to make drug 
policy. The show (September 
Factor) was a classic example of 
yellow journalism. It’s hard to 
undo the effect of something so 
sexy and dramatic.” 

What, exactly, should be un- 
done? The entire thesis on New 
York pushers, according to At- 
torney General Quinn, Boston 
Police Commissioner DiGrazia 
as well as Dumont. In a speech to 
the state narcotics enforcement 
officers convention two weeks 
ago, DiGrazia said, “Is drug traf- 
fic moving northward? I don’t 
believe it. No one has shown 
me.” Quinn told the same group, 
“You know of all the conflicting 
rumors and reports about this 
supposed shifting of New York 
dealers into Massachusetts. . . 
We do not have any hard 
evidence to substantiate these 
rumors.” 


Decline in Heroin Use 


Hard’ evidence, in _ fact, 
appears to indicate not a rising 
heroin tide — the purported 
motivation for 6045 — but a 
decline over the past three years 
of heroin use to what Dumont 
calls a steady “plateau level.” 
Crediting both a decrease in the 
availability of potent heroin and 
the growth of both therapy and 
methadone programs, Dumont 
cites the following figure: 

° Statewide overdose deaths 
from opiates decreased from a

1971 peak of 45 to only 8 last 
year. 

° Admissions to drug treat- 
ment programs have declined 
from 6352 in 1971 to 3666 last 
year. 

° Drug-related arrests declin- 
ed by 37 percent last year com- 
pared to 1972. 

But not only is the impact of 
the New York drug law here a 
seeming myth, but it may be the 
same for New York. At the same 
public hearing Thursday at 
which Robert Grasso testified, 
Charles Atkins, former director 
of the New York City addiction 
services program, said, ‘The 
New York drug law has had no 
effect on increasing the number 
of addicts in treatment by scar- 
ing them, or in driving the un- 
derground dealers out of New 
York.” His statements have been 
echoed by John Schwarock, head 
of the New York Police narcotics 
division, who said, earlier this 
month, “It’s returning to what it 


was before the new law so far as 
street pushers and the level 
above them are concerned.” 

Dr. Norman Zinberg, a Boston 
psychiatrist now aiding the 
National Narcotics Abuse Coun- 
cil in a study of the impact of the 
New York laws, says preliminary 
New York reports are that major 
drug dealers have remained un- 
touched while addicts have 
become greatly reluctant to seek 
treatment because of “a fear of 
retribution.” 

Even Mike Taibbi, now in- 
vestigating the New York law, 
notes that of 18 dealers given life 
sentences since September, 16 
have been small, street pushers. 


‘*Polydrugs’’ on Rise 


The drug rehabilitation 
community, headed by Dr. Du- 
mont, is not making the case 
that drug abuse has suddenly 
gone out of style. Dumont, as 
well as staff members from drug 
emergency centers like Boston’s 


Project Place, find the drug ad- 
diction to be centered on the 
“‘polydrug’’ combination of 
alcohol and barbiturates. State 
figures indicate that overdose 
deaths from barbiturates for 
those of ages 15-30 have in- 
creased from zero in 1969 to 43 
last year. 

The heroin penalty bill given 
the best chance for passage this 
week has nothing at all to say 
about barbiturate addiction.The 
Flaherty bill, however, does, 
waking up to the problem by 
asking for life imprisonment for 
pill dealers — who Mathew Du- 
mont suggests would be major 
pharmaceutical companies. 

‘“‘Lookit,” says Flaherty, 
like to see rehabilitation 
programs be the answer as much 
as anyone, but we’ve tried them 
and they’ve failed. I don’t have 
any figures, but I know those 
places are just a revolving door. 
People go in and out like it’s a 
game.” 


Dumont, however, notes that 
rehabilitation programs for bar- 
biturate addiction, are extreme- 
ly recent: only one “polydrug” 
treatment program exists in 
Boston. Even heroin addiction 
rehabilitation is a relatively new 
concept in the state; until 1972 a 
judge did not have the right to 
divert addicts from prisons to 
treatment centers. In the past 
four years, the same legislature 
now anxious to imprison addicts, 
spent the less-than-staggering 
sum of $10 million on all drug 
rehabilitation. Dumont adds, 
“T’ve had to fight for every dime I 
got. It’s much easier to look for 
hysterical solutions than to give 
rehabilitation programs a real 
chance.” 

But it looks like hysteria will 
bloom on Beacon Hill next week, 
when what one lobbyist calls 
“the most reactionary legislature 
anyone can remember’’ con- 
tinues its rush toward judgement 
in November. 
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Chilean Refugees Tell of Junta Terror

Joan Jara is the widow of Vic- 

tor Jara, the former Chilean 

folksinger. Isabel Allende Tim- 

butti is the daughter of Salvador 

Allende, the former Chilean 

president. Both men died in the 

_ military coup that toppled 

Allende’s Popular Unity govern- 
ment last September 11. 

Both women were in Santiago 
on the day of the coup. Timbut- 
ti, who two days before had 
returned from a vacation in 
Mexico with her mother, rushed 
to the Presidential palace early 
that morning and stayed with 
her father until he ordered her to 
leave. She managed to get out 
just a couple of minutes before 
the Air Force began strafing the 
palace. Meanwhile, Jara was 
waiting at home for word from 
her husband, who was trapped 
by the junta forces surrounding 
Santiago’s Technical University. 

Jara now lives in London with 
her two children; Timbutti lives 
in Mexico City with her hus- 

_ band, a university physicist. The 
two women were in New York 
recently to discuss the Chilean 
situation at the United Nations, 
at Phil Ochs’ benefit for Chilean 
refugees and with as many in- 
terested journalists as they could 
find. This interview was con- 
ducted at the UN headquarters 
in English and Spanish while 
Timbutti was waiting to see the 
Secretary-General; the other 
reporters involved represented 
such diverse news agencies as 
TASS, Agence France-Presse, 
the Daily World and the Italian 
Socialist newspaper Avanti. 
Translations, when necessary, 
were provided by Terry Sanchez 
of the Daily World. 


_ Q. Ms. Jara, are you from 
Chile originally?

A. I feel Chilean. I have lived 
20 years in Chile, working at the 
University of Chile. I’m British 
by birth, British by passport, but 
my home was in Chile and my 
children are Chilean. 

Q. Were you arrested in the 
coup? 

A. No. On the llth of 
September my husband was on 
his way to sing at the Technical 
University in Santiago and left 
the house to go to the university 
when the military operations 
started. I stayed in the house 
with the children. He called to 
tell me he had arrived there safe- 
ly. I never saw him again. I only 


spoke to him by telephone after 
the bombing of the Presidential 
palace. 

Q. What information were 
you able to obtain about him 
after his arrest? 

A. I can tell you first of all my 
experience during that week and 
then what I learned afterwards 
and how I learned it. The last 
time I spoke to him by telephone 
was on Tuesday afternoon, the 
1lth of September. He told me 
he was with other students and 
teachers at the University and 
that it would be very difficult for 
him to get home because of the 
military operations taking place. 


I learned afterwards that the un- 
iversity had already been sur- 
rounded by the military and that 
at that moment he was already 
trapped and couldn’t possibly 
get out. He said he would try to 
get home the next morning but I 
didn’t hear anything more from 
him. I heard on the military- 
controlled television that the 
University had been surrounded 
and entered that day and all the 
people there had been taken 
prisoner. Therefore I tried to find 
out if Victor had also still been at 
the University and I was told 
that he had to be because it 
would have been impossible for 


him to get out. On Thursday, 
two days after the coup, I receiv- 
ed a telephone m from a 
girl whose husband

message, that he didn’t believe 


British embassy to try to get 
some help. They said they could 
ask questions to find out where 
he was, how he was, but do 
nothing more, but they could 
help me because I was a British 
subject. A week after the coup, 
on the 18th of September, a

So I went with this boy, 
who worked in the Department 
of Identification and had access 
to the morgue, and he took me in 
the side door. There I saw the 
scene in the morgue, literally 
hundreds of bodies in an enor- 
mous room, of Chilean workers 
and students, young people and 
old people, some of whom had 
their hands tied behind their 
backs, all full of wounds. This 
was awful. I looked everywhere 
for Victor’s body and it wasn’t 
there, and then we went upstairs 
to a passageway which was 
where the offices were. The 
bodies should never have been 
there, but it was full, and there I 
found Victor’s body.

Me, Myself and I: Children’s Liberation 


By Karen Lindsey 
From now until June 9, and 
possibly longer, children and 
adults in the Boston area will 
have a rare opportunity to see 70 
minutes of children’s films that 
are both entertaining and, 
amazingly, non-sexist. The 
program, consisting of six films, 
is entitled ““The Me, Myself and 
I Movie Matinee,’’ and it 
succeeds in being both highly 
political and totally charming. 
Its political importance was 
not part of the filmmakers’ 
plans: none of them had set out 
to produce propaganda. That 
their work functions politically is 
due to the effort and concern of 
two women, Janet Sternberg and 
Karen Sacks. In November of 


last year, Karen was working for. 


the New York based Center for 
Understanding Media. The 
Center began a project called 
Children’s Film Theatre, whose 
goals were to program good 
children’s films and to set up a 
program to teach filmmaking 
skills in schools. Janet was called 
in as a consultant on the project. 
As the two women screened the 
films together they began to 
realiz that all of them reflected 


a strong male bias: little boys 
had adventures and mastered 
exciting skills; little girls played 
with dolls and admired little 
boys. Janet, an editor of the 
feminist quarterly Aphra, decid-

this reinforcement of sex roles, 
and the two. women got the 
Center’s okay to put together a 
program of non-sexist films. 

At first they thought it would 
be easy: phone distributors, ask 
to see children’s films with 
female protagonists, and select 
the best films presented to 
them. They soon discovered, 
however, that their simple plan 
wasn’t so simple. The dis- 
tributors simply didn’t know 
what they were talking about. 
They asked one distributor for 
films about heroines and were 


told that the firm didn’t handle 
films about drug addiction. They 
ended up sitting through 600 
children’s films: out of these 
they found 50 that fit their stan- 
dards. In them were included not 
only films about “heroines,”’ but 
also about boys doing things nor- 
mally thought of as feminine ac- 
tivities. They narrowed them 
down to the present six by 
testing them out on 
schoolchildren with whom they 
were already doing workshops. 
“Some of the films we got were 
very good politically,” Karen

says sadly, “but not good films 
— and the kids didn’t respond to 
them.” They got some advance 
publicity — both the New York 
Times and the Village Voice ran 
features on the program — and 
opened in February to 
overwhelming success. Dozens of 
schools called for reservations; 
kids flocked to the public perfor- 
mances on Saturday and Sun- 
day. 

At this point, Jamie Cabot, a 
man who works with Boston’s 
Center Screen Film Society, was 
in New York looking for films to 
put together a program of 
children’s films in Boston. He 
approached the Center for 
Understanding Media, who im- 
mediately put him in touch with 
Karen. She suggested bringing 
the non-sexist film project to 
Boston, an idea which Jamie and 
Center Screen responded to 
enthusiastically. Weekdays the 
films are shown to classes whose 
teachers have made reservations, 
either to see the films in Boston 
or have them brought to their 
schools; weekends are for the 
general public. 

The films themselves are an 
interesting and contrasting com- 
bination. Of them all, I’m con- 
vinced that at least Sunday Lark 
is bound for fame: anyone who 
has ever worked in a large office 
will love its young heroine. It is 
Sunday afternoon on New York’s 
deserted Wall Street; a little girl 
wanders past an oblivious guard 
and into an empty building. 
When she pushes a button in the 
elevator, it lights up; she is 
delighted and pushes all the but- 
tons. The elevator stops, she gets 
out — and proceeds to wreak in- 
nocent havoc in the offices. She 
discovers that wastebaskets pil- 
ed on top of each other make ex- 
cellent pyramids, that 40 pencils 
pushed into an electric pencil 
sharpener become 40 tiny nubs, 
that paper clips tossed into the 
air fall down like sparkling con- 
fetti. Computers have pretty 
buttons and make wonderful 
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noises; xerox machines gaily 
throw thousands of papers into 
the air. As she nonchalantly 
wanders out another door, a 
perplexed guard calls the police 
against what he clearly believes 
to be a gang of vicious vandals. 
As the child strolls unnoticed out 
of the building and down the 
street, tired after her afternoon’s 
adventure, six police cars come 
skidding up to the door, sirens 
blaring. 

Serrina Becomes an Acrobat is 
a documentary of a young girl’s 
attempt to learn circus skills. 
Hopscotch is a cartoon in which 
a boy and girl peacefully play 
together in spite of the attempts 
of a bully to break up their game 
with macho tricks. They react 
with scorn and continue to play 
until he realizes that his bullying 
isn’t getting him anywhere. 
When he settles down they invite 
him to play with them, and the 
three of them play happily 
together. Hopscotch and jump 
rope are seen as androgynous, 
not feminine, games, and the girl 
is as important as either of the 
boys (it is she, in fact, who 
punches the bully in the nose). 
The Seven Ravens is another 
cartoon — based on the Grimm 
fairy tale about an evil witch 
who turns seven brothers into 
ravens and the brave sister who 
goes on a perilous journey to 
rescue them. 

Two of the films center around 
boys. I was disappointed at the 
inclusion of Miguel in the con- 
text of the series. Although in no 
way offensive, it emphasized 


father-son, male-bonding prin- 
ciples: Miguel, a Puerto Rican 
boy living in New York, is sent 
off to buy a fish for his father’s 
birthday dinner. He loses the 
money and is upset as he recalls 
their fisihing trips together in 
Puerto Rico: he is letting his 
father down. But he ends up earn- 
ing the fish by translating the 
orders of Spanish customers to 
the fish dealer, and goes home 
happy. I asked Karen and Jamie 
why they included Miguel. (It is, 
by the way, a delightful film in 
and of itself). Karen felt that it 
emphasized the importance of 
boys learning sensitivity: 
Miguel’s unhappiness at losing 
the money is clearly the result of 
his love for his father, not his 
fear of punishment. She was 
further impressed that it showed 
a working mother in a positive 
context. “Most kids’ films reflect 
the middle class ideal of Daddy 
going to work and Mommy 
staying home,’’ she said. 
“Miguel shows a working mother 
in a positive and realistic way.” 
Jamie agreed and added that, as 
a man, he felt it important for 
little boys to be exposed to im- 
ages of male warmth and sen- 
sitivity. 

If I had mixed feelings about 
Miguel, I had none about David 
Makes Challah. David is about 9 
or 10; he makes the bread and 
explains both the process of 


making it and its significance in 
Jewish tradition with all the 
seriousness and professionalism 
of Julia Child. He exhibits his 
skill with pride — but he never 
shows off. His delivery is 
wonderful. “‘The kneading is 
really the most important part of 
a successful bread,” he tells us, 
and he clearly knows what he’s 
talking about. The family’s 
praise of the challah at dinner 
time is as mature and sensible as 
David’s presentation has been. 
David isn’t the kind of kid you 
want to patronize. 


Watching “The Me, Myself, 
and I Matinee,” it becomes 
quickly apparent that here is a 
commitment to fight not only 
sex roles but also the racism im- 
plicit in the presentation of 
Wasp reality common to popular 
media. The girl in Hopscotch is 
black (actually she’s light purple 
— the boys are green and pink — 
but her features are strongly 
Afro); the heroine of Sunday 
Lark is Chinese; Miguel is Puer- 
to Rican; and David is Jewish. 
This is, of course, intentional: it 
is important to the two women 
that the old racial, as well as sex- 
ual, stereotypes be broken 
through. Again, Jamie expressed 
strong support — the Center 
Screen plans to do future 
programs of children’s films, and 
considers it a major priority that 
they be neither sexist nor racist. 


Along with the films, the 
young viewers and their teachers 
are presented with a suggested 
list of discussion questions that 
are important to the program’s 
theme: 

1. Do you think that you can 
grow up to be what you want to 
be? Would a girl drive a cab? Be 
a doctor? Would a boy bake 
bread, be a nurse? If answers are 
no, why not? What are jobs for 
boys, what are jobs for girls? 
Should it be that way? 

2. Is there an activity that 
you'd like to do, but because 
you’re a boy or a girl feel that you 
can’t? Have you ever cooked, 
played with dolls, played 
baseball, built something? 
Would you feel free to do those 
things? 

3. Do you have to be polite, 
quiet because you're a girl? Do 
you have to be tough, athletic 
because you’re a boy? What is 
being brave? Have you ever been 
brave? What is being tender and 
when do you feel that way? 

4. How does it feel to be a girl 
in 1974? Do you think being a 
girl is different for you than it 
was for your mother? How does it 


feel to be a boy in 1974? Do you 
think being a boy is different 
than it was for your father? Who 
am I? Who will I be? 

“The Me, Myself and I 
Matinee” is charming, creative, 
and inoffensive. It is also 
brilliantly political. I don’t see 
how it can fail to affect the 
thinking of the children who see 
it. Public screenings are. Satur- 
day and Sunday, June 1 and 2 
and June 8 and 9 at 10 a.m. and 
1 p.m., at the Cyclorama 
Theatre, 154 Tremont St., 
Boston, with admission $1.50 for 
adults and $1 for children. 
Teachers interested in school 
screenings can get more informa- 
tion by calling 426-5002 Tuesday 
through Thursday, 1 to 5 p.m. 

Their plans do not stop with 
these six films. They are hoping 
to get funding for an ongoing 
project to make more children’s 
films that reflect alternate 
lifestyles: single-parent homes, 
daycare centers. They would like 
also to set up workshops on 
children’s films. If they continue 
in the direction they are going in, 
it will be a major contribution to 
the women’s movement.

that true? 

Many witnesses, people who 
were in the stadium with him, 
have told me bit by bit what 
happened in the Chilean 
Stadium. To begin with, when 
the military took prisoners at the 
University they recognized Vic- 
tor immediately and they started 
beating him because they hated 
him very much. I was told he 
kept up the courage of the people 
who were taken with him. I know 
he sang at the stadium, they, 
tried to make fun of him but he 
sang. They beat him around and 
they broke his hands. Then they 
took him down to the dressing 
room and after that nobody saw 
him again. But I knew, I saw his 
body, you see, and I knew they 
tortured him. 

Q. What explanation did the 
Chilean military give for your 
husband’s death? 

A. To me there was never any 
explanation whatsoever. | may 
say that on Wednesday, the 19th 
of September, on the official 
news on Channel 13, which is 
military-controlled, his death 


was announced as though it had 
been a natural death, and it was 
announced that he was buried in 
private accompanied by his 
family. It’s not true. He was 
buried in private accompanied 
only by me. Afterwards, the of- 
ficial version was that he was 
shot resisting arrest with a 
machine gun. I know it is not 
true and they know it isn’t true. 
He died fighting in another way. 

Q. How did you escape with 
the children? Through the 
British embassy? 

A. Yes. Obviously when the 
British embassy learned the 
news about what had happened 
to my husband they were ex- 
tremely shocked. They im- 
mediately started taking care of 
me and I was actually put on the 
plane by the British consul. 

Q. How long did you remain 
after you found your husband’s 
body? 

A. Three weeks. I was advised 
that it would be necessary to 
leave as soon as possible and it 
took me that long. I left on the 
15th of October with my two 
daughters. 

Q. What is the purpose of 
your visit here? 

A. Well, it is the result of a 


spontaneous invitation by 
friends, but I think I can answer 
that question better by saying 
that the purpose of my life, 
wherever I go, is to denounce 
the crimes committed by the 
military junta which is 
dominating Chile. For that 
reason, wherever I am I do what I 
can do, and here I am. I also see 
myself a little bit as the inheritor 
of my husband’s struggle and I 
want to be his instrument to con- 
tinue that struggle. 


Q. Ms. Timbutti, how do you 
see the development of inter- 
national support for the 
Chilean liberation struggle? 

A. We have just returned from 
a long journey. We were in 
Finland to testify at the Inter- 
national Commission of Inquiry 
into the Crimes of the Military 
Junta in Chile, and listening to 
the testimony of our Chilean 
comrades had a big impact. The 
junta was condemned un- 
animously. We also went to 
Japan and India with my mother 
and visited not only the capitals 
but also the small towns to at- 
tend solidarity rallies which were 
attended by thousands. In Italy 
we were present at a huge rally 
in Turin. All this has given me 


grounds to state that inter- 
national solidarity with the 
struggle of the Chilean people 
continues. More than that, it has 
become something conscious. 
From the emotional response of 
the first moments it has turned 
into a conscious effort which has 
penetrated the masses in the 
countries we have visited. 

Q. What can the people of 
the U.S. do to help the 
struggle? 

A. We expect very concrete 
things from the people of the 
U.S. because we feel that the 
people of the U.S. have a very 
important role to play on this 
issue. The people have to be kept 


informed, very well informed 
about what’s happening in 
Chile. It’s news that we won't 
always find reported by the 
Associated Press or United Press 
International. Also, any step 
which can be taken to pressure 
international organizations is 
very important. Right now the 
U.S. is being represented 
through lawyers in the trials of 
the political prisoners. That is 
very important because they can 
tell how all our laws have been 
abolished under the junta and 
how our human rights have been 
destroyed. Tomorrow it could be 
doctors, Congressmen ... Let 
everybody see the injustices.

Victims of H-Bomb 


RONGELAP, Micronesia — 
Fallout from an H-bomb explod- 
ed twenty years ago continues to 
affect the people of Rongelap, 
125 miles from the test site at 
Bikini. 

A medical team from the 
Atomic Energy Commission, 
which visits the island regularly, 
has just reported that two new 
victims of the blast will have to 
undergo surgery to remove 
thyroid tumors this month. 

The Bikini blast in March, 
1954 — first test of a deliverable 
thermonuclear weapon — was 
larger than predicted, and 
carried tons of radioactive coral 
ash over Rongelap and other 
islands in the Marshall chain of 
Micronesia. Rongelap itself was 
evacuated for three and a half 
years. Even today, coconut crabs 
from the northern part of the 
island are unsafe to eat.

All of the survivors on 
Rongelap, who once numbered 
89, suffer from thyroid abnor- 
malities requiring special 
medication. With the. two new 
cases, 25 have had thyroid sur- 
gery, including almost all of the 
island’s children. 

According to Dr. Robert 
Conrad, head of the AEC team, a 
“couple of other possible” cases 
may require surgery in the 
future. One woman who moved 
to Rongelap after the blast (part 
of the AEC’s “control group”’) 
will also have a thyroid tumor 
removed this month. 

One death from leukemia, a 
high percentage of miscarriages 
and stillbirths, and several cases 
of stunted growth have been 
traced to the fallout. 

The people of Rongelap, who 
received $950 from the U.S. 
government in 1962, are now 
seeking additional compensa- 
tion. In 1972, they retused to let 
AEC doctors examine them, and 
this year demanded reimburse- 
ment for time lost from work 
before they would undergo tests. 

This is the only population in 
the world where the effects of H- 
bomb fallout can be studied. Ac- 
cording to Conrad, ‘‘We’ve 
probably seen the worst effects 
by now, but we can still expect 
new problems from time to 
time.”

man’s: open organizations like 
SDS can no longer function, are 
no longer necessary, and will be 
increasingly subject to state- 
police repression. If activists 
mean to secure the integrity of 
their apparatus under these con- 
ditions, they will have to lay its 
foundations below the surface. 
Weathermen were simply those 
players who had been exposed on 
the playing field to the secret 
dirty play of a covert American 
police state which those in the 
stands could not see and would 
not believe was happening. And 
Kent State came and went and 
came again, and all the con- 
spiracy trials and revelations of 
secret wars and secret Pentagon 
spy rings and Watergate dis- 
coveries and exposures of CIA 
operations in this little banana 
republic here or that little mul- 
tiversity there. The Weather 
analysis has hardly been over- 
turned by events. Liberalism 
was pulling back before Nixon 
and not even Watergate has put 
it back on the offensive. 

PL moved then, when so many 
different forces were maturing 
and converging at once, and 
found SDS most vulnerable in 
its inability to establish internal 
political discipline. From this 
arises the idea current among 
some survivors that SDS ought 
to have had more and stiffer ad- 
ministrative and policy in- 
frastructure, clearer positions, 
solider routines on the fun- 
damentals as it saw them, and 
that it ought to have worried less 
about elitism in the ranks and 
more about the problems of ac- 
countability and formal political 
control of the organization. Of 
course we could not have been 
broken up that way had we been 
less absolute democrats or less 
committed to the link with ac- 
tive black rebellion. But it 
should not be forgotten either 
that this openness, though it 
may have become a mortal 
liability, was at other times a 
vital precondition to the 
emergence of the new politics. It 
was as basic a strength in one 
respect as it was a weakness in 
another. 

We have in any case been 
faulting these, alas, prophetic 
failures of native democratic 
spirit long enough. It was not 
easy to find a way through the 
straits of Nixon. It still is not. I 
have nothing new to say about 
the deathwish of the New Left. 
Written before Watergate and 
published after it, Sale’s book 
survives the event so powerfully 
because its implications of Nix- 
on’s subversive character are so 
reverberant with our new cer- 
tainty of it. Given new emphases 
by Watergate, it makes us ask 
new questions: How much of 
SDS’s last madness was provok- 
ed by the state in order to 
destroy the movement, and in 
particular how much of the 
damage done by PL was done on 
police design?

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The Nuclear War Spreads to Montague

When the small Western 
Massachusetts town of Mon- 
tague at its May 20 town 
meeting voted three to one for 
the construction of nuclear 
power plants everybody cheered. 

The proponents of the plan, 
which calls for a $1.5 million set 
of 1,150 megawatt nuclear plants 
in Montague, were exuberant to 
have won the town’s permission. 
The opponents were having their 
own celebration, because the 
vote was not, as predicted, an 
easy ten to one victory for the 
utilities. 

Townspeople, students from 
ten-miles-distant Amherst, and 
Massachusetts Public Interest 
Research Group are still deter- 
mined to fight the construction 
of the plants, which could start 


in early 1976. Northeast Utilities 
which would build the plants 
plows on with its plans, with the 
support of the town’s board of 
selectmen, despite its own 
firsthand experience with the 
problems of running nuclear 
power plants. 

Northeast Utilities is partial 
owner of the Rowe nuclear power 
plant, which cost $6 million to 
repair when some bolts failed in 
the reactor core. General 
Electric-built Millstone Point 
Power Station, in Connecticut, 
cost Northeast $10 million in 
repairs last year. (Montague’s 
plants are slated to be built by 
GE too). And, to add to 
Northeast’s recent woes, the 
Atomic Energy Commission 
reported two incidents in the 


past year causing “significant 
property damage” at the Ver- 
mont Yankee plant, which is 
partially owned by Northeast. 
The fight against Montague’s 
plants began last fall when, ac- 
cording to Lorna Coppinger, of 
the Montague Nuclear Concerns 
Group, “No one in town was 
against building the plants.” 
With that lack of opposition in 
mind, Northeast Utilities and 
the board of selectmen predicted 
a ten to one pro-nuclear vote. 
What they didn’t account for 
was the cooperation of townspeo- 
ple and environment-minded 
students, who canvassed the 
town, and distributed informa- 
tion about safety problems with 
nuclear plants. The eventual 
concern of Montague citizens for 


the plants’ safety plans was 
reflected in two articles they 
carried, five to one, at the May 
20 meeting. Both required that 
the safety measures of the plants 
be reviewed, but both of the ar- 
ticles, apparently unbeknownst 
to the Montague citizens, are 
part of AEC’s normal licensing 
procedure. 

Northeast, early this month, 
submitted documentation to the 
AEC that will form the basis for 
an application. Allowing 18 
months to two years for the 
review process, construction will 
begin early in 1976; one unit can 
be ready for operation by 1981, 
and the second by 1983. This 
kind of growth would help fulfill 
AEC’s long-range plans to in- 
crease nuclear power’s 


generating capacity from its pre- 
sent rate of four percent of the 
country’s needs to 50 percent by 
the year 2000. 

Collecting the documentation 
Northeast sent to the AEC was a 
trying experience. Back in 
February their weather tower 
was toppled by a local organic 
farmer, Sam Lovejoy, who 
snipped the guidelines that held 
the 500-foot pole, then turned 
himself in to the Montague 
police. The police booked Love- 
joy for destruction of property; 
Lovejoy responded with a long, 
eloquent paper which explained 
how he had pulled down the 
tower, and called the incident an 
act of civil disobedience 
prompted by a sense of moral

“aiders.” (One of the defendants 
is merely an usher at Theatre 
Two.) Judge Feloney dismissed 
the charges against all but actors 
Joel Polinsky and Lisa Ingalls, 
director Sam Shamshack, 
producer Charles Koro and assis- 
tant director Myrna Meff. 
Weinberg then argued for a 
dismissal of the charges of “‘open 
and gross lewdness”’ against the 
remaining five defendants, citing 
as a precedent the famous Hair 
case, recent on_ the 
Massachusetts books. Here the 
court ruled that live theater 
productions, like movies, are 
protected by the First Amend- 
ment and cannot be prosecuted 
under Massachusetts’ “lewd and 
lascivious’”’ proscription. The 
offenses in the Hair case are the 
same — nudity and simulated 
sex — and so is the statute. 
Reasonably enough, Judge 
Feloney dismissed the charges 
against Theatre Two, remarking 
that the audience is apprised of 
the nature of the play by its title, 
that they choose to pay the $5 
admission, and that minors are 
excluded. If the play was done 
free on Cambridge Common, he 
said, that would be different. 


In what would appear to be a 
last ditch effort by the Com- 
monwealth to differentiate 
between this and the Hair case, 
the prosecutors have brought a 
fornication charge against the 
two actors in Sweet Eros, citing 
the evening of May 21 when an 
undercover policeman observed 
a preview performance of the 
play, two nights before the 
arrests were made. The 


scuttlebutt is that, when the for-, 


nication case is heard on June 
19, this policeman will testify 
that although he did not see “‘ac- 
tual penetration,” the actor did 
have an erection. Obviously ill at 
ease with his new image as a 
public fornicator,. soft-spoken 
Joel Polinsky, founder of 
Theatre Two, commented in 
amazement, “The scene only 
lasts 27 seconds. What do they 


As for Lisa Ingalls, a tiny 
cherubic looking 22-year-old 
woman being harassed unmer- 
cifully for taking off her clothes 
in this play, the silly saga is only 
half over.

On Wednesday evening May 
29, the charges against “Sweet 
Eros” having been dismissed, 
Theatre Two was all set to go 
with an unexpurgated perfor- 
mance of the play. However, a 
contingent of 11 state and Cam- 
bridge police were on the scene, 
Assistant District Attorney 
Terry Troyer included, threaten- 
ing to arrest the company all 
over again if they did so. In- 
timidation being what it is, on 
went the panties. 

What is planned, according to 
Schneider who spoke with 
Troyer at the theatre, is a plain 
old-fashioned terrorist tactic of 
harassment — the same charge, 
the same trip to the police sta- 
tion to be booked, the same court 
appearance, presumably the 
same dismissal — until Theatre 
Two either closes the play or the 
state legislature passes a new 
obscenity law under which the 
production can be successfully 
prosecuted.

magazine, American Opinion, 
contains a’complicated article on 
conspiracy, “The Presidency and 
Political Assassination,’”’ by 
Medford Evans. (Evans is 
William F. Buckley Jr.’s 


brother-in-law, but that is 


another story.) Evans bluntly 
states that the CIA killed Presi- 
dent Kennedy because he op- 
posed further escalation in Viet- 
nam ‘and wanted tighter control 
over the Agency. Bobby, who 
knew what was going down, was 
conveniently offed, leaving the 
field to HHH and Nixon. The 
real remaining threat was from 
the right, in the person of George 
Wallace. Arthur Bremer, named 
as a CIA and CRP operative in 
an earlier American Opinion ar- 
ticle, attempted to end the risk. 
Evans also suspects that the 
SLA might really be a front for 


the CIA. The CIA itself is a cover 
for the Insiders, the Birch Socie- 
ty term for the Rockefellers and 
their allies. The catch is that in 
the Birch version the 
Rockefellers are communists; 
the extreme right mistakes 
creeping capitalism for creeping 
socialism. Another characteristic 
Birch article is ‘‘US Senator to 
the Left of Marx,’’ by Alan 
Stang. The senator in question is 
Mike Gravel of Alaska, in case 
you couldn’t guess. $1/issue;

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The Big Bank Shootout Bounces off at B.C.

A State Street Shootout, huh? 
Now what might that be? An in- 
terest and loan rate one-on-one 
contest between New England 
Merchants National Bank and 
National Shawmut? A multiple 
deposit and withdrawal double 
elimination between Provident 
Institution and Suffolk 
Franklin? A no-charge checking 
account championship series 
between State Street Bank and 
Union Warren? Or is it just the 
lunchtime martini drinking 
Super Bowl involving all of the 
above? 

Next weekend (June 7-8-9) at 
Boston College’s Roberts Center, 
the State Street Bank & Trust 
Company of Boston is sponsoring 
another kind of shootout, and it 
has nothing to do with even a 
bank robbery. SSB&T is spon- 
soring this city’s third annual 
summer high school basketball 
Shootout, a competition which 
has become in its third year of 
existence the best of its kind in 
the country. Last year, the 
Shootout was sponsored by rock- 
and-soul radio station WILD, 
and that is just what it was. Had 
the radio station sponsored again 
this time around, the call letters 
would have had to be changed to 
W-I-L-D-E-R. 

think,’’ says Shootout 
chairman Kenny Hudson, “that 
this is one of the most exciting 
non-professional sports events in 
the country. Basketball people 
all over the country are talking 
about the Boston Shootout.” 

Just like last year, the event 
will feature the best high school 
talent from eight basketball rich 
areas: Chicago, Detroit, 
Baltimore-Washington, New 
Jersey, Connecticut, New York 
City, Georgia and Boston. And 


child from the start. Hudson, a 
dapper character who works for 
Coca-Cola now after once being 
the NBA’s first black referee, has 
long been deeply committed to 
inner city kids and inner city 
basketball (re: good basketball). 
Three years ago, then-Boston 
Youth Activities Commissioner 
Rudy Cabrel approached Hud- 
son with the idea of a post- 
season all-star game between 
Boston and Connecticut. 
Kenneth suggested the addition 
of two more teams, from 
Washington and New York, and 
the Shootout was loaded. 

That first year, the tourna- 
ment belonged to Boston, or 
more specifically, the Boston 
Six-Plus-One: Bob Carrington, 
Ronald Lee, Wilfred Morrison, 
William Russell Collins, King 
Gaskins, Carleton Smith and the 
white plus-one, Wayne 
Morrison. The team, led es- 
pecially by Carrington (now at 
BC) and Lee (Oregon), swept 
through the four-team field 
before packed houses each day at 
Boston University. The Shootout 
had the quality studs even then: 
the consolation game featured a 
virtual one-on-one between 
Adrian Dantley (from the 
Washington team, now at Notre 
Dame) and Phil Sellers (New 
York City, now at Rutgers). 
Overall, though, the show was 
Boston’s. 

“There’s no question,”’ Hud- 
son says, “that having the super 


cookin’ for the weekend — partly 
because of the overheated play, 
and partly because of an 
overheated Case, which the good 
people of Boston University did 
not see fit to central air condi- 
tion.

they begin to make the rounds of 
basketball camps.

But today I 
looked out of our bus on the way 
over to the gym, and I seen 
somethin’ coming out of a 
tunnel. I said to somebody, 
‘What’s that?’ Then I just kinda 
started to laugh.’’ It was 
probably a good laugh. 

The tournament also provides 
a feast for college coaches from 
just about everywhere. Hudson’s 
phone has been ringing constant- 
ly for the last couple of months, 
and as he puts it, “The only 
question they ask is, ‘When does 
it start on Friday afternoon?’ ” 
The coaches come hoping to look 
at not only the seniors who may 
not have made up their minds on 
what college to attend, but also 
at those jewels of jewels, the 
juniors. Hudson mentioned that 
BC head coach Bob Zuffelato 
will probably pick up 
Washington junior Larry Gibson 
at the airport “not at Logan, at 
Friendship.” 

The list of now-college players 
who have participated in the 
Shootout in its three years reads 
like a paperback version of 
Who’s Who: Sellers, Dantley, 
Lee, Carrington, Walter Luckett 
(from Connecticut, now at Ohio 
University), Ellis, Donnie Von 
Moore (Chicago-Kansas), 


Wayne Rollins (Georgia Team- 
Clemson). The big question of 
this year’s festival, according to 
Hudson, “is which one of six 
high school all-Americans from 
the Georgia team won't start.” 

The big question over the past 
couple of months for Hudson 
was, as usual, who was going to 
put up the sponsorship money, 
which covers transportation, 
housing, food, etc. And Little 
Kenneth, whom it is a serious 
mistake to ever underestimate, 
this time accomplished a 
beautifully incongruous coup, 
inducing the State Street Bank 
to come up with $10,000 in up- 
front money. Dave Mitchelson, 
an assistant vice-president with 
the bank, was the man most 
responsible for convincing the 
bank powers-that-be that this 
was a worthwhile, and 
marketable, product. 

“I know more people,” the 
engaging Mitchelson said, “that 
spend their Saturday afternoons 
watching those damn TV 
college games of the week. There 
is simply a lot of basketball in- 
terest in this town. 

“The front money is money 
that the bank will get back with 
the success of the Shootout. 
We’re putting up $10,000, and 
even if we should lose money, I 
figure it’s a good investment.

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A Horse Is a Horse, of Course, of Course

Down at Barn “R” in the 
stable area at Suffolk Downs, 
James Boulden, his morning 
chores complete, has gone to 
visit Laughin’ Sir. Laughin’ Sir 
is a rather venerable — if unim- 
pressive of late — 12-year-old 
race horse, and James Boulden is 
his owner, trainer, and veritable 
stablemate, at least in that his 
own sleeping quarters are in the 
barn’s tack room. In addition to 
some money he saved from the 
sale of his property when he 
decided to go with racing on a 
full-time (as full time as a one- 
horse stable can be) basis, 
Boulden also works as an assis- 
tant to other trainers in the 
stable area, fills in as a han- 
dyman, and in general takes 
whatever jobs might come along 
in the barn area in order to 
further subsidize the waning 
career of his horse. 


It is, of course, axiomatic 
among racing people that it is as 
expensive to keep a bad horse as 
a good one (Or, as one observer 
put it, “Laughin’ Sir eats as 
many oats as Secretariat.”), and 
had Laughin’ Sir been under the 
aegis of any other stable — even 
at Suffolk Downs — the 
probability is overwhelming that 
he would long since have been 
transformed into Alpo. 


Instead he is probably the 
best-fed (“I give him the usual 
stuff — oats and hay — but he 
also likes health-food stuff. He 
eats sweetpea and clover and 


plenty of carrots. You ever drink 
carrot juice?” he asks.) and cer- 
tainly the best-cared-for animal 
in East Boston. In fact, on this 
particular morning, “Sir” had 
just completed his workout while 
Boulden was off pitching 
someone’s hay, and the owner 
required considerable prodding 
before he would allow his charge 
to be photographed. 

“He ain’t pretty right now,” 
implored Boulden insistently. 


“You boys come back in an hour 


or so and I'll have him all clean- 
ed up for you. Then you take his 
picture.” We finally persuaded 
him that the effects of the 
workout would go undetected on 
film. 

“Long about fifteen years ago I 
owned this little ranch outside 
LA, near Santa Anita, and the 
fellow next door had a couple old 
broodmares he wasn’t doing 
anything with. It started off they 
was just grazin’ on my land. I 
ended up buying them for next 
to nothing around 1961. 

“One of them foaled a filly 
named Gem’s Hope. Finest filly 
you’ve ever seen. But I gave her 
to another man to train because I 
was still working with my prac- 
tice. (Boulden, a graduate of 
Tennessee A&I, worked for most 
of his life as a dental technician.) 
He ruined her, broke her down 
before she ever raced. 

“TI made up my mind then that 
nobody would ever have a 
chance to do that with a horse of

mine again. That’s when | decid- 
ed to train my horses myself.” 


And breed them — sort of. 

If Laughin’ Sir’s lineage was 
somewhat undistinguished, his 
ownership was not. “I bought his 
mother from Harry James. He 
wasn’t even sure she was in foal, 
so I got her real cheap too. Turn- 
ed out she was. 

“Me and Sir’ve been together 


ever since. We raced all the 
tracks in California for about six 
years, and then three or four 
years ago I brought him here. He 
runs a few times a year, still, but 
we’re moving on before winter 
this year. He don’t like the cold 
winters. We’re going back to 
California.” 

In some states Laughin’ Sir 

would be considered too old to 


race right now. In most he would 
be required by statute to retire 
after this year, but “in Califor- 
nia, as long as a horse has won 3 
races in the year before he can 
keep running. I’m hoping to pick 
up one or two in this meet.” 

The odds on Boulden thus 
prolonging Laughin’ Sir’s racing 
career would be considerably 
longer were he to race him 
against horses more within range 
of his talents. “That horse gets 
beat by 25 lengths every time he 
sends him out,” says one habitue 
of the Suffolk Downs stable area. 
“Funny thing is, there are horses 
here he could beat, but Boulden 
won’t race him in those $1500 
and $2000 claimers. Whenever 
the horse goes out, it seems like 
it’s a handicap or an allowance 
or a goddamn $6500 claiming 
race.” 

“IT wouldn’t race him cheap, 


2 and I'll tell you why,” says 


Boulden emphatically. “If I was 
to race him in one of those low- 
rent races, somebody might 
claim him. You laugh, but it’s 
true. This is the best horse in 
this barn, and if you don’t 
believe me just look around. 
Now, if I put him in a $2,000 
race he’d probably win, but 
somebody might claim him and 
use him up runnin’ him at those 
fairs for a couple of years. Kill 
him, sure as hell. 

‘“‘And what,’’ he asks 
rhetorically, cradling the horse’s 
head with his arm, “would I do 
then?”

the Craft Guild 


By Marjorie Heins 
The South End was once a distinct 
community and many of its residents 
wished it to remain so. Although poor 
families and down-and-outs 
predominated, an increasing number of 
young professionals had moved in, buy- 
ing old houses cheap and rehabilitating 
them. This upgrading of some housing 
led to a squeeze on the poor and to con- 
flicts over how many low income, 
moderate income and market level units 
should be built. But the new mix was 
also healthy: pockets of the sprawling 
district began to fit Jane Jacobs’ 
description of ‘‘unslumming’”’ 
neighborhoods, where people watch out 
for each other and work to make the area 
more attractive. In the abandoned fac- 
tories of the South End, artists and 
small craft-oriented businesses got 
cheap rent, lots of space, and ap- 
propriately bohemian atmosphere. 

One such building was the cavernous 
old Chickering & Sons Piano factory at 
791 Tremont Street, reputed to be the 
largest building in the country (except 
for the U.S. Capitol) when it was con- 
structed in 1853. The factory, which in 
its heyday turned out 4,000 pianos a 
day, had been converted to general com- 
mercial use in the 1930’s and was, by 
1971, dilapidated and electrically un- 
safe, but it was marvelous studio space 
for the thirty artists and craftsmen who 
worked there, twelve of whom lived in. 
(Among the businesses which rented 


space were an organ and piano repair - 


shop, a harpsichord shop, furniture 
fabricators, frame and print makers, 
and the prolific New England Free 
Press.) The building was not only run 
down but $280,000 in arrears in city tax- 
es. Yet it was structurally sound, a 
classic example of nineteenth century 
mill architecture, with its load-bearing 
walls and big interior spaces for 
machinery. Five stories high, with four 
wings, covering a big city block, two- 
and-a-half acres, with almost a mile of 
corridors and an inner courtyard the size 
of a football field, the old factory was 
architecturally and historically unique. 

In early 1971, a young architect nam- 
ed Simeon Bruner was renovating the 
building’s furniture showroom when he 
realized that 791 Tremont would be 
perfect for an artists’ housing project 
which he and his friend Bob Gelardin 


’ (the planner and relocation expert) had 


been contemplating. The idea was to 
design large open living units which ar- 
tists could arrange to suit their working 
needs. Only bathroom and kitchen fix- 
tures would be provided, and moveable 
closets to serve as room dividers. 


Studio Space Shortage 


Gelardin and Bruner contacted the 
Boston Visual Artists Union (BVAU), 
“which was just then starting,” Gelar- 
din recalls. “I came across them on a 
tour of artists’ studios where I found a 
letter written by the BVAU setting out 
the issues they wanted to organize 
around, and one of the issues was the 
shortage of studio space and the 
problem of succession; that is, when you 
have a studio, typically it’s in a building 
that’s just a holding operation until it 
gets knocked down or converted to some 
other use, and a number of artists, es- 
pecially in the South End, were. in 
studios in old factory buildings that 
were slated to be demolished. It seemed 
as if Simeon’s and my idea, and the 
events, had come together at just the 
right time. The artists were beginning to 
organize. I had visions of a very 
successful collaboration.” 

Gelardin and Bruner brought their 
idea to the BVAU and other artists’ 
groups and distributed a questionnaire

to find out exactly what the living and 
working needs of artists were. There was 
a demand for artists’ housing, they 
learned, and almost 70% of the artists 
surveyed said they wanted to live and 
work in the same building. 

Talking with artists gave Gelardin 
and Bruner some idea of what features 
would be desirable in such a project. 
Among them were freight elevators, 
loading docks, extra large doors for the 
needs of the large-scale painter, sculptor 
or musician, heavy duty electrical ser- 
vice, commercial slop sinks, extra elec- 
trical outlets, including some near the 
ceilings for spotlights, large windows for 
natural light, and wallboard suitable for 
tacking. Gelardin and Bruner visited 
Westbeth, the artists’ cooperative in 
New York, and saw a few mistakes 
they could avoid: some Westbeth 
studios had too little natural light and 
not enough acoustical privacy. Gelardin 
and Bruner decided that families in 791 
Tremont would need at least one private 
bedroom; some apartments would be 
built with two or three. 

The BVAU, although understandably 
dubious of developers, was cooperative. 
There seemed to be an awareness that 
791 Tremont would not be viable much 
longer in its current state. In June 1971 
the artists of 791 prepared a statement 
expressing the need for more studio 
space and concern that artists 
traditionally left Boston for the more 
hospitable environs of California or New 
York. “‘Nothing has been done to help 
creat a viable artistic community in 
Boston,’’ they wrote. ‘‘Marginal 
buildings are fast disappearing. If the 
arts are to flourish in Boston, something 
must be done to subsidize the visual ar- 
tist and to create a positive climate for 
his existence.” They suggested develop- 
ment of 791 Tremont as a “pilot model 
for a community composed of artists, 
craftsmen and small craft-oriented in- 
dustry.” 

There were significant differences 
between this proposal and the Gelardin- 


Bruner plan. The artists of 791 wanted 
to preserve their big, cheap spaces and 
the mix of art and industry in the 
building. Their proposal emphasized 
commercial and work uses, including 
stores, a movie house, an employment 
office and an adult education center. 
Gelardin and Bruner emphasized hous- 
ing, with relatively little commercial 
space for studios, darkrooms, an exhibi- 
tion gallery, a restaurant, and possibly a 
few other enterprises. 

During the summer of 1971, some of 
the 791 tenants met with a committee 
formed by the Lieutenant Governor’s of- 
fice to consider the fate of 791. Gelardin 
and Bruner were not invited to par- 
ticipate. Things were tense in the fall 
when the BVAU and Gelardin-Bruner 
met again to try to develop a coopera- 
tion agreement. Gelardin-Bruner’s 
application for a loan from the 
Massachusetts Housing Finance Agency 
(MHFA) had been stalled by com- 
plications in the sale of 791, and the 
architects had begun to search for other 
sites. In October 1971 the BVAU and 
Gelardin-Bruner did work out a ten- 
tative cooperation pact in which the un- 
ion agreed to help design the project and 
convince MHFA to finance it. 

A few weeks later Gelardin-Bruner 
signed an option agreement to buy 791. 
This event crystallized the opposition. 
For the 791 artists, the thought of leav- 
ing their spacious if shabby studios, 
even with the assurance that they would 
get priority in tenant selection later on, 
was not appealing. The fact that the 
building wouldn’t be habitable much 
longer in its present state was not really 
their worry. The further fact that, as 
Gelardin explained, the rehabilitated 
low and moderate-income apartments 
would be subsidized — that is, the rents, 
although higher at first, would be 
stabilized over many years — did not 
impress them. 

At a stormy December meeting, the 
BVAU voted not to cooperate with 
Gelardin-Bruner after all. One objection 


to their project was that profits would ~ 
not go back to the community — a ~ 
salient point, but also a demand which | 


few developers could be expected to 
meet. (Profits from rents in MHFA pro- ~ 


jects are limited to 6% anyway.) 


Gelardin felt that the BVAU vote | 


didn’t represent the union’s real policy, 
and that a comparatively small number 
of 791 artists had inspired the 
resistance. “The morning (after the 
vote),” he noted in a memo at the time, 
“‘an ‘anti’ voter called to say that he had 
simply voted to ‘support my friends in 
the building.’ ” 


The Devil Theory of Owner 


“Some people subscribed to the devil — 
theory of owner,” says Gelardin, who 
handled the business end of the project. 
Throughout 1972 he and Bruner found 
themselves cast in the devil role. But 


they were convinced of their sincerity, — 


even if some of the tenants weren’t, and — 
armed with the survey which indicated _ 
that a market for artists’ housing did ex- — 


ist, they convinced MHFA to finance 


the project. The loan, for $3,382,916, was — 


closed in November 1972. 

But the problems had only begun. No 
sooner had Gelardin and Bruner taken 
possession and sent out eviction notices 
than some tenants complained they 
hadn’t been given enough time to move. 
Gelardin argued that for a year the 
tenants had known the building would 
probably be renovated, and that he’d 
advised them months ago to make 
plans, that he’d hired a relocation ad- 
viser to help them and offered generous 
relocation payments (through the 
Boston Redevelopment Authority) and 
financial incentives to get out early. The 
tenants responded that they hadn’t 
known for sure the building would be 
sold. 

Then, barely a month after the 
purchase, on a freezing December night 
in 1972, the pipes in the building froze 
and burst, flooding the fourth floor

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Woman of Heart and Mind

I don’t like to think I have 
heroes or heroines, people whose 
accomplishments cause me to 
think more of them than I do the 
rest of the human race, or 
myself. But I realize, going back 
over Joni Mitchell’s recorded 
output since 1969, that I’ve come 
to look up to her, to believe that 
what she has to say and how she 
says it are of singular import to 
me and to everyone in the 
process of becoming an adult in 
the Seventies. Since Blue I’ve 
considered her to be a consum- 
mately gifted artist, an unstin- 
ting writer who never falls back 
on cliche, never takes the easy 
way out, always reaches for the 
most perfectly appropriate words 
and phrases and has the poetic 
power to make such risks pay off. 
But Court and Spark, now 
almost five months on my turn- 
table, has convinced me she en- 
joys the kind of relationship with 
the culture that spawned her 
that Dylan had in the Sixties. 

What made me realize that 
my admiration for Joni is no 
longer a tributary to a mere cult 
stream is the tremendous com- 
mercial success of the new 
album. To this date, according 
to Asylum Records’ count, ap- 
proximately 75,000 copies of 
Court and Spark (nearly three 
million dollars worth) have been 
sold. But, more importantly, the 
album has become omnipresent. 
Everywhere I go (and I’ll grant I 
never go too far beyond Boston 
and Cambridge) people are play- 
ing and discussing it, analyzing 
and enjoying it. It has, in short, 
become a cultural fact. 

Two other albums in the past 
have struck the same market 
with similar force — Carole 
King’s Tapestry and Simon and 
Garfunkel’s Bridge Over Trou- 
bled Water. But, beyond the fact 
that the former was a one-shot 
masterpiece, out of keeping with 
everything that came after it, 
and the latter was a slim item 
propelled by the across-the- 
board appeal of the title tune 
and the brilliance of “The Box- 
er,” neither fed back into the 
culture a clarifying vision, an 
edifying idea of what the changes 
people were going through were 
about. Court and Spark is of and 


about a woman who is trying to 
make her independence 
meaningful, and that specific 
quest, more than any other 
single social current, is con- 
ditioning life in the Seventies. 
Why Joni Mitchell herself has 
come to occupy such a position is 
not obvious. Ladies Of The Can- 
yon, drawing on compositions 
written between 1967 and 1969, 
has, to be sure, social commen- 
tary. In the gently guilty “For 
Free” Joni crosses the path of a 
musician who spurns gold (he 
will reappear, in slightly altered 
form, in the tune “Court and 
Spark’’) — “They knew he had 
never been on their T.V./So they 
passed his music by.”’ “‘The 
Arrangement” rants against con- 
formity; “Big Yellow Taxi” 
tolerates “spots on my apples” if 
they'll “leave me the birds and 
the bees.’’ And, of course, 
“Woodstock” is one of the finest 
anthems a generation ever had. 
Together, they form a compen- 
dium of the now endearingly 
naive sentiments of the late Six- 
ties. Yet they are the kind of 
statements we all were making 
at the time, statements from a 
member of the pack, not from 
one who has stepped out in front. 
Ladies Of The Canyon was a 
finely-crafted, affecting album, 
but it had about it a schoolgirlish 
tone. Joni’s lyrics and her voice 
were a mite precious. The upper 
vocal registers were flirted with, 
not warmly embraced. The 
transformation of vocal techni- 
que in Blue, the breathiness, the 
sensuality, the womanly high 
notes, was the first clue, was now 
taking the turns a little ahead of 
us and sending back reports. It 
seems to me that “California,” 
which marks a decision to return 
to safe turf, might well have end- 
ed this album (instead of being 
placed in the middle), because 
the songs that define the album’s 
tone have the feel of adventure in 
a land of unknowable risks. Joni 
has thrown herself, in full view of 
the world, into a tumultuous 
love affair, so far removed from 
her quotidian reality that she is 
unafraid to show all of herself. It 
is just this willingness to be 
publicly vulnerable that 
transforms Joni Mitchell from a

-prim poet into a prophetic figure 


whose experiences (and her abili- 
ty to relate those experiences) 
have the power to teach us. 
The four songs that make Blue 
a great album, though — “All I 
Want,” ““My Old Man,” “Blue” 
and “A Case Of You” — are 
shaped by the writer’s ex- 
perience with one specific per- 
son. That, and the fact that Joni 
is so preoccupied with herself, 
limits the scope of the work and, 
to a certain extent, excludes the 
listener. For The Roses carries 
this tendency to its logical con- 


clusion. Despite a few brilliant 
songs — “Cold Blue Steel and 
Sweet Fire,” “Woman Of Heart 
And Mind,” “‘For The Roses” — 
the album is almost bristly in its 
abstractness and self- 
indulgence. 

If there is any one cause for the 
incommunicative nature of For 
The Roses, it is that the failure of 
love has not yet been dealt with 
as a condition of life. In Court 
and Spark Joni is no longer 
Ahab, flinging her harpoon heart 
at the Great White Whale. She 
has drawn back, given herself a

little perspective, and has begun 
to size herself, and all of us, up. 
This new distance that she 
places between herself as writer 
and herself as doer, a distance 
that doesn’t at all diminish 
emotional force, is what makes 
Court and Spark the universal 
work Blue could ‘not be. In 
“People’s Parties’ we could easi- 
ly be Joni, a sensitive soul ‘‘com- 
ing to people’s parties fumbling 
deaf, dumb and blind.” 

This is not a concept album, 
but the various themes are of a 
piece. “Court And Spark” sets 
the stage by offering the lure of 
the uncomplicated, un- 
materialistic life, but Joni can’t 
“let go of L.A./City of the fallen 
angels.” “Help Me” has the 
singer proclaiming her 
helplessness in the face of love; 
the condition of that love is that 
“We love our lovin’/But not like 
we love our freedom.” “The 
Same Situation” places the need 
for love in the context of the 
absence of belief in a higher 
order, ‘‘With heaven full of 
astronauts/And the lord on 
death row.” In “Down To You” 
the isolation of an individual in 
the lonely crowd is painted in the 
stark colors of a singles bar. 
Throughout, the plight is the 
same. Joni Mitchell and her 
characters are all “caught in 
their struggle for higher 
positions/And their search for 
love that sticks around.” 

It should be pointed out that 
Court and Spark isn’t great 
simply because of its concerns 
and the lyrics which put those 
concerns across. Throughout, the 
singing is breathtaking: Joni’s 
phrasing and accentuation are 
informative and affecting and 
the harmonies (Crosby and Nash 
on ‘Free Man In Paris,” Webb 
and Crosby on “Down To You” 
and a chorus of multitracked 
Joni’s on “Car On A Hill”) are 
brilliantly conceived and ex- 
ecuted. The guitar work, es- 
pecially Larry Carlton on “Help 
Me” and Robbie Robertson an 
“Raised On Roberry,”’ is subtly, 
appropriately imaginative. The 
string and horn arrangements, 
for which, I assume, Joni and 
Tom Scott should share credit, 
create a specific identity for 
every song. 

I’ve been listening to this 
album for almost five months, 
and I’m still hearing new things, 
little instrumental and vocal 
nuances which tell me that 
tremendous care has been taken 
in the production of it, just as 
tremendous care was taken in 
the writing of the material. The 
union of material and accom- 
paniment of such a high order 
suggests that there is still genius 
at work in popular music, and 
that her name is Joni Mitchell.

Shirley Caesar is surrounded. 
She is small and can’t be seen 
over the solid wall of older 
women who have stormed up the 
aisle of the creaking high school 
auditorium, crying, screaming, 
some near fainting. You can tell 
that Shirley is among them only 
be watching the crowd jump and 
dance — they are a mirror image 
of the vibrating ‘‘singing 
evangelist.”’ Shirley Caesar 
never stops moving, never stops 
singing or moaning a story. 

The scene is not the 
backwoods South, but Boston 
Technical High School in Rox- 
bury. Thousands have come out 
in go-to-meeting lace and 
flowery hats to hear the gospel 
according to Shirley Caesar and 
the Caesar Singers. You may not 
have heard of her, but Shirley is 
a star. Her dressing room is often 
a school coatroom, her motel a 
Ford van, but her coming to Rox- 
bury last Sunday was an event, 
the coming of gospel music’s 
reigning queen. 

The Caesar star shines on 
what is called the gospel 
highway, a road she’s travelled 
professionally for 22 years, 
beginning at age 12 in Durham, 
N.C. as “Baby Shirley,” one of 
12 fatherless children supporting 
themselves and an invalid 
mother. Last year she drove 150,- 
000 miles around the country, 
delivering her unique combina- 
tion of styles. She is an 
evangelist whose sermons border

No one should feel sorry for 
Shirley Caesar. She’s not choos- 
ing poverty, merely success on 
her own terms. She has pushed 
hard to get where she is, having 
passed through professional in- 
carnations as “Baby Shirley,” 
then later as the youngest voice 
in the top female gospel group on 
the road — the Caravans — 
before putting that success 
behind her to go solo. Stardom is

not uninteresting to her: she 
refuses, unlike most gospel stars, 
to appear in “package shows,” 
feeling that anyone else on her 
program detracts from her. It is, 
she says, her hope now that 
gospel will finally be recognized 
as more than a training ground 
for soul singers, but as a rich, 
varied and inspiring metier all 
its own. More than any other 
modern gospel singer, Shirley 
has a grasp of the whole of the 
idiom, from the oldest solo 
hymns to the intricate choir 
arrangements popular among 
young church members. She is 
down-home and sophisticated at 
the same time. 

The Shirley Caesar concert, 
besides being an event in gospel 
music, was the culmination of a _ 
unique ghetto success story for a 
part-time disc jockey named 
David Adams, promotor of the 
few gospel shows that make it as 
far north as Boston. Despite 
holding a full-time factory job, 
Adams has broadcast, for the 
past three years, every morning 
at 5 a.m. on WILD, beaming to 
the audience of domestics and 
day laborers who start on their 
way to work in that pre-dawn. 
He was finally given a staff posi- 
tion and greater air-time at 
WILD, and the Caesar concert 
was Adams’ “appreciation day” 
in the ghetto. The pols and 
pastors turned out to give 
speeches, and even Kevin White 
sent a letter. In the gospel sub- 
culture, Adams is as important 
as the singers. Without him, 
some of the country’s best music 
would go unheard here.

EDWARD KENNEDY 
ELLINGTON: 1899-1974 


Duke Ellington was very 
seriously ill: that became ap- 
parent to me as brief stories con- 
cerning his hospitalization began 
to appear in April and was con- 
firmed by Jaki Byard, who spent 
two weeks with the Ellington 
Orchestra as “second pianist” (a 
position necessitated by Duke’s 
physical condition) in March. 
“Tt’s going to be a sorry thing 
when that band dissolves,” Jaki 
said at the time, and while news 
reports suggest that the band 
will continue under the direction 
of Duke’s son Mercer, the truly 
sorry thing happened on Friday, 
May 24, when Edward Kennedy 
Ellington died in New York’s 
Columbia Presbyterian 
Hospital. What had originally 
been reported as “shortness of 
breath,” and toward the end 
turned into pneumonia, was 
finally revealed as lung cancer. 

My article on the occasion of 
Duke's seventy-fifth birthday, 
which appeared in this paper’s 
Music Supplement dated April 
23, makes any comment from me 
on the Ellington style a bit 
redundant; but it might be 
worthwhile, simply as an il- 
lustration of how impossible it is 
to deal with the man’s 
achievements in summary 
fashion, to set down a few of the 
things that I realized were 
omitted after the article went to 
press. I failed, for example, to

‘mention Charles Mingus and 


Archie Shepp, two men best 
known for their work with small 
or medium-sized ensembles who 
were indelibly marked by Duke’s 
influence and acknowledge their 
debt, both verbally and musical- 
ly, as often as possible. In 
emphasizing Ellingtonia of the 
thirties and early forties, and ex- 
amining the post-war decline, I 
failed to give the later work its 
just due. Columbia Special 
Products reissued several of the 
best Ellington albums from the 
fifties during the past year 
(Masterpieces, Hi-Fi Ellington 
Uptown and Such Sweet 


Thunder being three of the most 
important). In the sixties there 
were such notable works as the 
two concerts of sacred music, a 
collection of extended pieces for 
full symphony appropriately titl- 
ed The Symphonic Ellington 
and, best of all, the magnificent 
Far East Suite; unfortunately, 
only the Second Sacred Concert 
(on Fantasy) is currently 
available. My most glaring omis- 
sion was the failure to emphasize 
that, since his first recognition in 
the late twenties, Ellington was 
publicly insistent on having his 
music identified as the most 
serious cultural expression of his 
people. He was the first jazz 
musician to insist on being 
perceived as more artist than 
entertainer, and the first to re- 
ject the word “‘jazz.” 

Of course, he was also a 
supreme entertainer. One trait 
the recordings can’t convey, but 
which was quite striking in the 
Ellington films shown during 
Jazz Week and on the networks 
after his death (particularly the 
1933 short Creole Rhapsody), 
was the body English Duke put 
into his piano playing. Those 
arms that sprang from the 
keyboard were a product of the 
World War I era, when a pianist 
had to do more than simply play 
well. To compete in the in- 
numerable sessions and cutting 
contests one had to have style, 
showmanship, a trademark, the 
gold tooth of a Jelly Roll Morton 
or the cigar and derby of a Willie 
the Lion Smith. Duke never 
commanded the most 
overwhelming technique, but he 
was always the master of style. A 
slight sidelight next to his com- 
positional output, but an impor- 
tant part of the music’s history 
that was never sufficiently ex- 
plored. 

How many other facets of this 
most complex man did we 


overlook? Ellington was for- 
tunate to be a musical artist in 
the twentieth century, a period 
technologically equipped to 
record his work and his presence 
both audibly and visually and 
preserve both far beyond his 
lifetime. But much of the music 
went unrecorded and so many of 
the reminiscences unspoken. 
The music, quite simply, needs 
foundation and government sup- 
port. Let’s hope the aid arrives 
before another artist of 
Ellington’s stature does — if we 
have to wait that long, we may 
not see it in our lifetime.

REDBONE AND WOOL 


Leon Redbone is funny. He 
shuffles up to the stage like a 
hangover in Sting’s clothing (his 
vest and trousers are cut to Roar- 
ing Twenties specifications, as is 
the rest of his demeanor). He 
chomps a stogie the size of a 
torpedo and sloshes a glass of 
whiskey. When he sings lyrics, 
his voice always threatens to 
slide down the wrong side of an 
Al Jolson parody. When he sings 
scat, he can imitate an entire 
Dixieland horn section. He milks 
the crowd for laughs, all in the 
tradition of the ragtime/ 
jugband/ New Orleans street 
jazz material he favors. He 
rendered such vintage tunes as 
Blind Blake’s ‘“‘Diddie Wah Did- 
die” and Fats Waller’s ‘“Ain’t 
Misbehavin’” on an excellent 
ragtime guitar. He never let his 
technique, which is con- 
siderable, get in the way of his 
hokum, which is elaborate and 
hilarious. Best of all, he looks 
uncannily like drummer Jimmy 
Isaacs of the Doers (Jimmy 
hastens to add that he’s pret- 
tier). As Fats Waller once said, 
“T wonder what the poor people 
are doing tonight — I'd like to be 
doing it with ’em.”

The Quiverlands

Last summer the Quiverlands 
(as they are called in England) 
had a freak hit, ““You Got Me 
Anyway.” They liked it; their 
follow-up album is full of poten- 
tial singles, of which their title 
track, “Dream Kid,” is the pre- 
sent release. They have in their 
sound the same elements that 
have made hitmakers of Eagles, 
Raspberries, and the like: the 
changes are effective old stan- 
dards, two or three parallel 
voices sing the choruses, the 
“lead” guitar actually follows. 

Good pop is international. 
Liverpool had no more claim on 
the Beatles than did the Ed 
Sullivan Show — the sound was 
forged in Germany, but it clicked 
everywhere at once. All the 
Quiverlanders hold the Beatles 
as their influences, and it shows 
in their smoothness and major- 
key vacuous romanticism 
(McCartney phase). The same 
traits apply to the Beach Boys of 
the same period, or Carpenters of 
today, and the biggest difference 
between the Carpenters and the 
Quivers is that the latter are 
loose enough around the edges to 
play rock ’n’ roll too. 

Highlights of the Performance 
Center set included ““Champino 
the Underdog,’’ a tense, 
energetic track (my favorite from 
Dream Kid) and the playing 
throughout of lead guitarist Tim 
Renwick, whose credits include 
guest work on Ian Matthews’ 
superb If You Saw Thro’ My 
Eyes album. Iain Sutherland’s 
singing was clear and straight- 
forward, with brother Gavin 
providing adequate backups. 
Drummer Willie Wilson showed 
typical British dexterity. 

Replacing a diseased 
Renaissance at the last minute 
were the Chris Rhodes Band, do- 
ing a very loose set. Other than 
ace guitarist David Landau, who 
was in top form all night, the 
band didn’t really catch fire un- 


til ‘Idle Hands.” And, despite 
Chris’s merits, he'll never 
replace Renaissance’s Annie 


Haslam in my heart.

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BUDDY TATE AND HIS 
BUDDIES (Chiaroscuro CR- 
123) 

Earl Hines: TOUR DE FORCE 
(Black Lion BL-200) 


A producer named Hank 
O’Neal is currently the man 
most responsible for keeping the 
current work of the pre-bop jazz 
generation available to the 
record-buying public. His own 
Chiaroscuro label has issued two 
dozen albums of what was called 
‘“‘mainstream’’ jazz a mere 
decade ago, and he also gets in- 
volved in simlar efforts at other 
companies (O’Neal’s New York 
City studio, home of Earl Hines’ 
favorite grand piano, was the 
scene of Fatha’s recording for the 
British Black Lion label). Now 
that Audio Fidelity is putting 
both Chiaroscuro and Black Lion 
into general circulation, we need 
no longer rely solely on reissues 
for a sampling of the surviving 
old master. 

Tate, the Texas tenorman who 
joined Count Basie in 1939 after 
Herschel Evans’ death, is placed 
in a totally sympathetic setting 
— Roy Eldridge and Illinois 
Jacquet sharing the front line, 
and a four-piece rhythm section 
complete with rhythm guitar. 
Most of the material is original, 
most of the originals are blues, 
and the session is permeated 
with the supple relaxation 
endemic to these artists at their 
best. Mary Lou Williams’ piano 
is consistenly good, particularly 
behind the horn solos, as is the 
solid drumming of Gus Johnson, 
one of the least overbearing and 
most competent of mainstream 
percussionists. Eldridge, who in 
his prime would have been the 
strongman in the group, is the 
weakest soloist; he doesn’t strain 
as much as in the recent past, 
but the years have sufficiently

tenors are the real standouts — 
Tate with a very direct and un- 
frilled style and, best of all, 
Jacquet, the original “Jazz at 
the Phil’? screamer who has 
taken stock of his sources 
(especially Hawkins and 
Webster) and now blows better 
than ever. 

Earl Hines’ set of piano solos, 
taped in 1972 when Fatha was a 
mere 69, is exactly what the 
album title says. To repeat my 
comments of a few months back 
when Quintessential Continued 
(Chiaroscuro CR 120) appeared, 
no one at that age plays as in- 
tensely and few at any age play 
as inventively. The prior set, 
made up of originals and little- 
known old pop tunes, is slightly 
more stunning energy-wise, but 
Tour de Force, with its done-to- 
death Tin Pan Alley program, is 
perhaps a greater challenge 
which Hines pulls off just as 
well. For anyone to have new 
things to say on the likes of “Say 
It Isn’t So,” “When Your Lover 
Has Gone,” “Indian Summer” 
and “Mack the Knife,’ not to 
mention the volume of ideas that 
issue from Hines’ fingers, is an 
achievement indeed and worth 
pondering by those so quick to 
deny the continuing creative 
possibilities in traditional im- 
provising situations. Piano play- 
ing appears to be making a 
comeback — three people con- 
fessed separately to me one night 
last week that they can no longer 
tolerate electric substitutes — 
and what better place to hear it 
happen than with the man who 
revolutionized jazz piano in the 
twenties. As he begins his eighth 
decade, Fatha’ is still a mother.

Blue Oyster Cult: SECRET

Last week I visited New York 
City. In New York they have a 
whole slew of weird ideas — they 
think that tackiness is style, that 
randomness is art and that the 
New York Dolls play music. 
They think that the cause of 
goodness can be served by being 
and preaching evil. 


New York’s Blue Oyster Cult 
use Steppenwolf as musical 
mentors and borrow a lot of their 
image. But where John Kay sang 
about wickedness only to point it 
out for eventual cure, the Cult 
sing about every crime and 
vicious plot that their lyricists 
can-dream up just to vicariously 
live the sin. Everything else is a 
matter of scale, from the global 
depravity of “Dominance and 
Submission” or a “Career of 
Evil” to the stupidly petty pec- 
cadillo of ““Cagey Cretins.” “I’m 
after rebellion,” they sing, “I'll 
settle for lies.” Or: “I'd like to do 
it to your dog on a dirt road.” 


The music is mostly 
technological boogie: standar- 
dized licks with a little bit of 
mechanized horror added 
courtesy of Eric Bloom’s self- 
described “‘stun guitar” and the 
apt leads of guitarist ‘Buck 
Dharma,” a.k.a. Donald Roeser. 
A bright streak of mockery runs 
throughout, because they know 
too much to hold boogie sacred, 
and because they have no inten- 
tion of letting anything remain 
sacred. 

That’s a trait they get from 
their lyricists and managers, 
once respected rock critics San- 
dy Pearlman and Richard 
Meltzer. Pearlman has quit the 
writing game to devote full time 
to his brainchild; Meltzer still 
writes, but in a style that causes 
even hardened Creem readers 
like myself to cringe with em- 
barrassment. They call their 
publishing company B. O’Cult 
Songs, and that name 
generalizes their formula: be oc- 
cult. “Harvester of eyes, that’s 
me.” I ain’t saying you shouldn’t 
buy this record (or its 
predecessor Tyranny and Muta- 
tion, which is even “‘better’’ if 
you like this kind of thing), but 
do so with your eyes open and 
under no false pretenses.

Solomon Burke: I HAVE A 
DREAM (Dunhill 50161) 


Between 1961 and 1965 
Solomon Burke was “the King of 
Rock ’N Soul,” an enormous 
man who possessed a power and 
majesty in voice and presence 
that no other r&b singer has ever 
been able to match. (Solomon’s 
gospel style was largely responsi- 
ble for the invocation of soul as a 
term of musical description). 
Throughout the sixties he was a 
member in good standing of 
Atlantic’s “Soul Clan” and con- 
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tinued to sing and record in his 
well-developed preaching style, 
even during his short tenure with 
Bell records through 1971. 

For the past three years the 
Solomon Burke story has not 
been a happy one (on record at 
any rate). His three year associa- 
tion with Mike Curb and MGM 
has witnessed one travesty after 
another and, sadly, it seems 
Solomon (as producer) bears 
most of the responsibility. 

Solomon has moved to another 
label (ABC) but the same 
problems remain. J Have A 
Dream is a concept album 
dedicated to Martin Luther 
King. On the surface it might 
seem that this would be the vehi- 
cle for recovery (he’s an ordained 
minister and has been preaching 
in churches since age twelve) but 
such is not the case. As great a 
singer and storyteller / 
songwriter as Solomon is, he has 
been best produced by men who 
had a feel for his music (Bert 
Berns, Jerry Wexler, Dan Penn). 
At MGM he hooked up with 
Mike Curb, Gene Page and Jerry 
Styne, and even though he’s 
moved to another company, he’s 
been unable to divest himself of 
their hack influence (all three 
names appear on the credits to 
this record). 

The new album isn’t awful. 
Solomon is in good voice and 
there are a couple of songs 
(“Looking For A Sign” in par- 
ticular) that are moving, but for 
the most part J Have A Dream is 
shoddy and ill-conceived. The 
clumsiness of the last three years 
reaches its nadir here in 
“Precious Lord” when, after a 
moving spoken introduction, 
counterpointed by a straining 
(unidentified) vocalist, an Ohio 
Players’ “Funky Worm” syn- 
thesizer blurts in to shatter the 
somber tension.

George Crumb: MAKRO-

(Nonesuch H-71293) 


This work reverses one’s fre- 
quent experience with contem- 
porary repertory: it makes a 
terrific impression heard live, 
but one quickly loses interest 
with more familiarity. I thought 
the cycle magnificent when I 
heard its east coast premiere last 
summer — it comprises a dozen 
“fantasy-pieces,”’ each one given 
an historical-impressionistic ti- 
tle (e.g. ‘‘Pastorale from the 


Kingdom of Atlantis, ca. 10,000 
B.C.’’) followed by an 
astrological sign. The listener is 
taken from the earth’s begin- 
nings through the appearance of 
Jesus (who was, of course, a 
“Capricorn”) and ends up in 
“Spiral Galaxy — Aquarius.” 
(The latter’s score page is 
reproduced on the record cover.) 

To put it simply, each of these 
twelve sections is an ample hunk 
of a particular kind of pianistic 
sound, keyboard-created and 
otherwise. Many of the sections 
are deeply eerie; one responds to 
them as one did to the images in 
Fantasia when one was a child. 
Others are frightening, though 
most are lovely in some degree. 
Some nearly break the piano. 
With thimble-covered fingers 
and the like, the pianist oc- 
casionally plays the strings 
directly; elsewhere he must bang 
the keys with his forearms, rap 
on the wood, whistle, sing, and 
chant Latin. In “Dream Images: 
Love-Death Music — Gemini,” 
snatches of Chopin’s Fantasy- 
impromptu are skillfully mixed 
with a sonic fog of sleep, and 
those now-familiar twins, 
Thanatos and Eros, are, if not 
reconciled, at least no longer 
fighting in the familiar mortal 
dialectic our century knows so 
well. 

At a performance one forgets 
the gimmickry, being hyp- 
notized by the excitement and 
drama of it all. And a first hear- 
ing of this disc will probably 
have the same effect — it’s an 
easy piece to enjoy and marvel 
at, simultaneously. Crumb 
brilliantly shows his knowledge 
of what is effective. He’s worked 
very hard, it seems, to be noble 
and spacey, evocative and 
mysterious, romantic and 
magical, all in one series of 
gestures. But David Burge’s 
enthusiasm and sympathy (and 
fabulous technique) must be 
shared visually for us to be 
overwhelmed. 

If not, the impact is dis- 
sipated. The work becomes hard 
to follow, to attend closely; in- 
deed, it sounds absurdly preten- 
tious at times. Eventually one 
wants to turn off the record (it is 
stunningly recorded, and will 
give your stereo quite a 
workout), put the reduced-type 
O.E.D. on the sustaining pedal 
of one’s own piano, and then 
punch a few bass clusters and 
drape a keychain across the up- 
per octaves.

apartment of Linda Derman and 
seeping through the ceiling to 
the floors below. By the time 
Gelardin arrived in the morning, 
three inches of water covered 
each floor, the huge building was 
completely dark (the fire depart- 
ment having requested that the 
electricity be turned off) and 
water trickled like rain from the 
ceilings. 

When the flood was finally 
traced to Derman’s apartment, 
Gelardin theorized that the wind 
had blown pieces of cardboard 
off a window where they had 
been tacked to replace broken 
glass, and the cold, blowing into 
the apartment, had frozen the 
pipes. Derman angrily denied it, 
claiming that the heat had been 
turned off on the weekend of the 
disaster and this — not a broken 
window — had been the main 
reason the pipe had burst. Gelar- 
din claimed that, as far as he 
knew, the heat was on, but “they 
may have felt cold because it’s 
an old building and there were a 
lot of broken windows.” Derman 
filed a criminal complaint 
against Gelardin for breaking 
and entering her apartment 
while she was out (the charges 
were later dropped). 

“That was one of the worst 
times in my life,’ Gelardin says. 
“It was an incredible emotional 
drain.” 

Construction began in early 
1973. With a limit of $10.50 to 
spend per square foot (compared 
to a $15-$18 average for 
renovation), the architects could 
not exactly go to town. The pro- 
ject was risky because of its in- 
novative design and the loan 
agency wanted it to be adaptable 
to other tenants in the event that 
Boston’s artists proved 
lukewarm. Gelardin and Bruner 


couldn’t afford to put in the kind 
of extra soundproofing they 
wanted, despite the fact that 
musicians would probably be 
among the new tenants. 

But they stuck to their basic 
design. They had the interior 
walls and wood beams and 
columns sandblasted clean. 
Their color scheme was brick red 
and white, with red-orange on 
window trim and pipes, and traf- 


fic yellow for hall and elevator 


doors. Ceiling pipes were not 
boxed but left to snake pic- 
turesquely above. Dormers were 
added on two wings to provide 
thirty-six duplex apartments 
with views of the boarded-up 
John Hancock building and 
other landmarks. The twenty- 
four oversized coal bin fireplaces 
were cleaned and readied for use. 
At least one wall per apartment 
was covered with homosote for 
posters and such, with screws 
visible for tenants not adept at 
finding studs. Ceiling heights 
ranged from ten to twenty feet, 
and windows from large to enor- 
mous. 

Explained Gelardin, Bruner 
and their new partner, Lee Cott: 
“The primary aesthetic question 
was how to fit the old and new 
together in a meaningful yet 
cost-conscious way. Since the 
industrial scale gives the 
building its own powerful in- 
tegrity, there was no need to be 
precious with the old building. 
The additions to the structure 
are evident: new sheetrock con- 
trasts with rough brick walls and 
sandblasted columns; new floor 
patches make pleasing patterns 
against the background of the 
old flooring.” 


Open For Business 


Piano Craft Guild, as the pro- 
ject is known, opened for 
business in February 1973. There 
have been more than 600 
applicants for the 174 
apartments, which rent from $91 
to $401 depending on size and 


applicant’s income level. Accor- 
ding to MHFA guidelines, one- 
fourth of the apartments will be 
rented at low-income level 
(under $6,300 per year), half at 
moderate-income level (under 
$8,550 per year), and one-fourth 
at market level. A 1,100 square 
foot apartment, the size of an 
average tract house, rents for 
$101, $159, or $235, depending on 
income category. The definition 
of artist is broad; applicants 
need two letters from people in 
their field. Among the tenants so 
far are sculptors, painters, 
photographers, writers, film- 
makers, musicians, graphic 
designers, theater people, 
architects, a stringed instrument 
maker, a children’s book author 
and illustrator, a gourmet chef, a 
dress designer, a quiltmaker, a 
model, a furniture maker, a 
jeweler, a tent and sleeping bag 
maker, a radio newscaster, an 
actress, and a dancer. About 35% 
of the tenants are black. Two 
former residents have moved 
back in — Owen Shaw, the 
stringed instrument maker, and 
Linda August, a painter. Neither 
thought they would ever be back 
in 791; Shaw likes the new 
amenities, but August says she 
preferred the atmosphere of the 
old building — “‘The other place 
was more free; this is more 
polished.” 

But at least one former tenant, 
who had been a leader of the op- 
position, considers Piano Craft 
Guild “an artist’s paradise.” 
Dana Chandler, a painter and 
assistant professor at Simmons, 
wrote in a February issue of the 
Bay State Banner: ‘Gelardin 
and Bruner kept their word. And 
believe me, they had a tough 
time doing so, for they were in- 
itially opposed by almost 
everyone in 791, yours truly at 
the firefront. We just could not 
belive that these young 
developers were going to be 
sincere about anything. Almost 
all of us had had bad experiences 


with developers, so to believe 
that these young men would 
keep their word was almost im- 
possible. And did we give them a 
hard way to go! If we could have 
stopped them, we would have. 
Luckily, we didn’t.” 

Lessons to be learned? Is there 
any way to substitute sweet 
cooperation for the usual 
suspicions and hostility of 
tenants toward developers? Or 
are their interests (in this case, 
lots of space cheap versus the 
realities of a market economy) 
hopelessly irreconcilable? When 
I asked Gelardin, he replied that 
he didn’t know what he would or 
could have done differently. Peo- 
ple in the building were justified 
in distrusting the developers. 
There was no guarantee that 
Gelardin and Bruner would keep 
their word. Even if they did, the 
cheap big studio spaces couidn’t 
be duplicated. Gelardin and 
Bruner didn’t make any offers to 
put a portion of their profits into 
the community, but aside from 
questions of what part of the 
community would get such 
profits, it’s unrealistic to expect 
this, except when a community 
group helps raise the initial 
money for the project. On the 
other hand, Gelardin, Bruner & 
Cott did leave part of the 
building basically unimproved 
for rental as studio space when it 
would have been much more 
lucrative to cut it up into more 
apartments. The mammoth 


’ courtyard will be landscaped as 


the tenants see fit, with money 
put aside from the loan. 

Piano Craft Guild is only one 
solution to the problem of 
providing living and working 
space for artists. In trying to ac- 
commodate a wide variety of 
creative people the architects 
had to cut down on space vital to 
large-scale visual artists. So 
while Piano Craft Guild is a 
haven for musicians who have a 
hard time finding living space 
where they can rehearse, even 


the largest apartments are not so 
big as some painters and sculp- 
tors might like. 


More Polish 


Some artists prefer not to live 
and work in the same space, and 
for them Piano Craft Guild is ob- 
viously not the answer. The 
place is also more polished than 
in its former days, when artists 
and craftsmen mixed with auto 
parts and coat hanger 
businesses, and for those who 
prefer their art in a proletarian 
atmosphere, the new interiors at 
791 Tremont lack much of the 
necessary grime. But Piano Craft 
Guild may stimulate other 
developers to investigate other 
solutions. 

In New England particularly, 
many old mill structures are 
waiting in limbo either for even- 
tual demolition or for badly- 
needed renovation. The 
metamorphosis of 791 Tremont 
was one imaginative (and 
economically feasible) way to 
save an exceedingly handsome 
old factory. If the same can be 
done for other buildings in old 
mill towns like Lawrence and 
Lowell, Gelardin, Bruner & Cott 
will have accomplished a great 
deal. In any case their project 
contributes to the health of the 
South End without trying to 
renew it out of existence. They 
should have less trouble convin- 
cing community groups of their 
good intentions in the future. 

At least that’s how they felt 
about it at a recent celebration 
in the building’s combination 
lobby and gallery. A con- 
siderable amount of food and 
booze was dispensed to tenants, 
friends and construction people 
in the course of the evening, the 
high point of which came when 
Bruner emerged with an enor- 
mous but structurally weak 
sculpture in the shape of the 
building, a strawberry-filled 
cake held precariously together 
with chocolate frosting. 
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Theater: Two Looks at Losers

CAT ON A HOT TIN ROOF by 
Tennessee Williams. Directed 
by David Wheeler. The 
Theatre Company of Boston at 
the Loeb Drama Center. Con- 
tinuing through June 9th. 


With the “nobody knows the 
trouble we've seen” aura that 
has come to surround the 
homeless Theatre Company of 
Boston in recent times, knocking 
Boston’s most ambitious, most 
hopeful, but too often most half- 
assed indigenous theater venture 
seems tantamount to pressing 
boiled pennies into the out- 
stretched palms of trick or 
treating toddlers. So why, oh 
Gods of the Drama, why don’t 
they do another really terrific 
show like The Basic Training of 
Pavlo Hummel or Old Times? 
Then we could all laud their 
resurgence in good conscience 
and feel just super-peachy about 
helping to bolster the sag in the 
legitimate theater situation here 


in the Hub. 

Cat On a Hot Tin Roof, which 
ushers in the suddenly-upon-us 
TCB spring/summer season, is a 
little too shaky to be filed under 
“triumphant returns.” But the 
production, continuing at the 
Loeb Drama Center through 
June 9, is a decent start. 
Tennessee Williams’ Pulitzer 
Prize winning dramatization of 
the war in the human heart 
between disgust with mendacity 
and deceit and a kind of basic 
tendency to reject painful truth 
seems a particularly apt choice, 
considering the recent 
resurgence of a disgust with 
mendacity in American life. The 
American Shakespeare Festival 
in Stratford, Connecticut, is also 
reviving the play this summer. 


Also, Cat Ona Hot Tin Roof is 
a dynamite play for actors, and 
TCB Artistic Director David 
Wheeler is reputedly an adept 
and perceptive handler of the 
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touchy species. But the Theatre 
Company’s Cat has a lot working 
against it, not the least being 
Wheeler’s rather surface inter- 
pretation of certain major 
characters (Big Daddy and Big 
Mama) and some pretty direc- 


tionless direction, particularly in 


the first act. 


Early on in the hostilities 
between Brick and Maggie, 
Lance Henriksen takes after 
Laurie Peters with his crutch 
and so it goes — threaten, swipe, 
sit; threaten, swipe, sit — until it 
becomes terribly tedious and 
robs the scene of any kind of 
shape. And for pity’s sake, just 
because this is a naturalistic 
play and Maggie the Cat is a ner- 
vous woman who worries about 
her looks, do we have to watch 
her fix her hair ten times and 
powder her nose so repeatedly 
that her face threatens to dis- 


appear? 


Lance Henriksen is a familiar 
TCB player and a subtly affec- 
ting actor. And although he looks 
more like a welter-weight tennis 
player than a former football 
moose, Henriksen makes a 
studied and believable Brick. It’s 
no easy task to make a has-been, 
steeped in drunken inertia, vital 
and interesting, potentially 
violent, but Henriksen concen- 
trates all his subtextual power on 
it. And the anguish that refuses 
to “click off’’ is always evident in 
the tightly drawn face, even 
when the slight, quiet actor is 
almost lost in the birthday party 
madcap scuffle. 


The choice of Laurie Peters to 


mae Peters as aia in Cat On A Hot Tin Roof 


lay Maggie is an interesting one 
— Maggie the pompon waving 
cheerleader of football seasons 
past who lured her hero into 
marriage with a “now or never” 
threat, rather than Maggie the 
overripe sexpot whose husband 
despises her. But for this one 
spectator at least, there is 
nothing of Maggie the 
calculating, determined, and 
desperate cat in this Annette 
Funicello surrogate who last loll- 
ed in the limelight as the eldest 
of the Von Trapp darlings in The 
Sound of Music. No longer six- 
teen going on seventeen but still 


pert, Ms. Peters’ Maggie struck 
me as a surface reading punc- 
tuated by scowly slouches, im- 
pish leers and a futile battle to 
keep her Southern accent from 
sounding so phony. 

Gil Rogers is not Burl Ives, 
and there will doubtless be those 
who refuse to forgive him for it. 
But as Big Daddy he is a forceful 
figure, Kentucky-bred, and he 
brings to the role the necessary 
bigness if not the ruthlessness. 
The problem is that both he and 
Big Mama are played here for 
laughs and their essential terror 
goes by the boards. Jean David is 
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a competent professional whose 
work I have admired, but she 
plays Big Mama like a daffy 
Spring Byington on the brink. 
She is very funny but at con- 
siderable sacrifice to a poignant 
Williams character. Lane Smith 
and Annette Miller keep the 
grotesquerie at a minimum and 
their Mae and Gooper come off 
rather nicely. 

A lot of the staging problems 
with this Cat On a Hot Tin Roof 
emanate, I suspect, from John 
Thornton’s portable set 
(probably a necessity when you 
book the Loeb). It looks like 
something you might tack up to 
maneuver your paper dolls upon. 
The awkward arena acting area 
is thrown out of proportion, it 
seems, by the flat, wobbly, oh- 
so-ugly backdrop, so literally 
handled that it features an 
offstage tile-look bathroom that 
is clearly no more than 6” deep. 
Then the ticky-tacky bed is plac- 
ed directly across from the ticky- 
tacky couch so that the move- 
ment patterns and groupings 
can’t help but be ho-hum. It 
would seem to me a much wiser 
choice to can the conventions 
and aim for a feeling more 
suggestive of Big Daddy’s 28,000 
acres of southern comfort than of 
a $6.50 a night motel. 

One thing is certain, however. 
You just can’t fault the Theatre 
Company of Boston on their con- 
sistent choice of provocative 
material. Upcoming this 
summer are David Rabe’s The 
Boom Boom Room, June 13-30, 
and Sam Shepard’s Forensic and 
the Navigators with Tom Cole’s 
Medal of Honor Rag (a com- 
missioned work), July 8-28. Both 
programs will be at the Little 
Theatre Kresge Auditorium 
MIT. And of course there’s still 


talk of Al Pacino or maybe John . 


Voigt. Hope springs eternal .. . 


THAT CHAMPIONSHIP 
SEASON by Jason Miller. 
Directed by A.J. Antoon. Set- 
tings by Santo Loquasto, 
Costumes by Theoni V.

Relax folks. I’m not about to 
shake any cages with the belated 
declaration that the New York 
critics are full of it and that That 
Championship Season is a 
turkey that didn’t deserve its 
sackful of prestigious prizes — 
the Tony, the Pulitzer and the 
New York Critics’ Award. 

Glimmering through the fitful 
production and customary trap- 
pings considered necessary, I 
suppose, for a commercially 
viable theater package here in 
Slickland is Jason Miller’s 
wonderfully old-fashioned, 


craftsmanlike play, a 
devastating and uncomfortable 
indictment of The American 
Way. One can have one’s little 
quibbles with the work — and I 
have mine — but when it comes 
right down to ratings, this one 
scores high. Since Tennessee 
Williams sort of dripped down 
from greatness to mediocrity, 
there hasn’t been all that much 
in the running. 


The scene is the annual re- 
union of four smalltown heroes 
and an over-the-hill coach who 
twenty years ago comprised a 
high school basketball team who 
had their moment in the sun — 
“that championship season” — 
before settling into anonymity to 
dogpaddle out their lives. It is a 
silly, sloppy event (right down to 
the festive bucket of greasy 
Colonel Sanders) that, as the 
boozy haze sets in, blunders its 
way into a mini-tragedy of 
backbiting and betrayal. They 
are a slimy group, these high 
school heroes whose greatest 
collective turn-on is to rerun that 
championship game so impor- 
tant that the one absent member 
of the team broke somebody’s 
ribs to win it. Well, isn’t that the 


American ethic? Fight to win? 
And why, then, didn’t the 
American Dream come true for 
these, her gifted sons? Why, 
twenty years later and still chaf- 
ing under the dictatorial tutelage 
of their platitude-spouting “Kill 
a Commie for Chirst”’ coach, are 
they still sitting around the old 
hometown with their trophy and 
trying to get the biggest boobie of 
the lot re-elected’ mayor? 


My strongest objection to 
That Championship Season is 
the insidious suggestion that we 
of the plastic entertainment era 
are unable to cope with sad, bru- 
tal truth unless it is generously 
doused with fast, funny one-liner 
laughs, many of them 
gratuitous. Sure, a modicum of 
dredged-up ‘‘for men only”’ 
humor serves here to comple- 
ment the mood. But do we have 
to drag forward every once- 
uttered humping joke from that 
great big locker room supply? 
Just a spoonful of “sexies” to 
make the medicine go down? 


A.J. Antoon, who directed the 
original Joe Papp production, 
does so again. Santo Loquasto’s 
rich and interestingly leveled 
“old-fashioned American home” 


set is nice. And the cast is cer- 
tainly adequate to get the work 
across. 

Phillip R. Allen is the best of 
the team, though it must be ad- 
mitted that he has most of the 
lines. As the drunken, most overt 
failure of the lot, bastioned in 
cynicism and alone possessed of 
the “in vino veritas” truth about 
the lot of them, he plays subtly 
and his timing is perfect. Even 
his tumble down the stairs is 
handled with restraint, and the 
absense for the most part of 
“typical drunk” acting schtick is 
a blessing. George Dzundza and 
Jeff Osuna do solid work as the 
cuckolded mayor and un- 
distinguished junior high school 
principal, a cog who aspires to be 
his own machine and ain’t never 
gonna make it. 

The weak link is Jonathan 


Bolt who overplays his Mr. 
Macho, the rich Italian, par- 
ticularly with the rolling 
eyeballs. And Forrest Tucker as 
the never-to-be-turned-off 
Coach has some very nice 
moments — when he isn’t con- 
centrating all his vaudeville 
talents on “‘acting” the part. (On 
the whole a solid performance, 
the lapses in which I could have 
more easily forgiven had he not 
found it appropriate to augment 
the curtain call with summer 
stock bumps and grinds.) 

Between Cat on a Hot Tin 
Roof and That Championship 
Season, I must confess that the 
week has brought one question to 
the forefront of the mind. Why, 
oh why, is it so impossible to 
utter the “title” of a play within 
its context without punching it? 
I defy an actor to try.

Art: Portrait of the Artist as Parodist

Contemporary artists and 
critics are often accused of tak- 
ing themselves and their work 
too seriously. Often this is a just 
complaint, but it is worth 
remembering that modern art is 
played out against a background 
of popular culture that tends to 
make all seriousness look too 
serious. (That is the political 
value of popular culture.) 
Consequently, art that is openly 
humorous always risks being 
written off as popular or slight. 
“Popular” is one of the swear 
words in the current critical lex- 
icon. 

Saul Steinberg is widely 
regarded as a kind of high-toned 
popular artist, as the New 
Yorker, to which he often con- 
tributes, is a high-toned popular 
magazine. The Institute of 
Contemporary Art currently has 
a show of Steinberg’s work. For 
the ICA to have such a show is 
for it to make a certain claim 
about Steinberg’s importance. 

Steinberg is usually called a 
cartoonist because of the context 
in which a lot of his work 
appears. But the ICA show 
should serve to convince a lot of 
people that he is no more a car- 
toonist than, say, William Wiley 
or Philip Guston. Some people 
seem to assume that because 
Steinberg makes narrative use of 
line, he is a cartoonist. But 
Steinberg’s handling of line, like 
Guston’s handling of paint, is a 
continuing account of what it’s 
like to be able to make a picture, 
the artist’s reflection on his own 
ability and need. I see Steinberg 
as a parodist of modernism, both 
artistic modernism and the con- 
dition of the modern world. 

Steinberg’s work is full of 
graphic devices and flourishes 
that express the artist’s self- 
consciousness about the nature 
of his materials, his medium, 
and his activity. One of his most 
familiar moves is to introduce a 
hand with pen into a drawing so 
that the drawing seems to have 
flown from the drawn pen within 
it. (Max Ernst was fond of such 
devices.) The drawn hand is a 
deliberate reminder of the artist 
as the source of the work. But 
more than that, this visual 
paradox may say something 
about the artist’s relation to his 
work being more complicated 
than that of, say, coal and its 
source. For in terms of the image 
itself what we see is a drawing 
hand which is included in the 
drawing it is making. What it 
describes is an artist and his 
work mutually defining each

other. 

This notion of the artist’s rela- 
tion to his work occurs as a 
literary device in the work of 
many modern writers — Ger- 
trude Stein, Flann O’Brien, 
Nabokov, and especially Borges. 
Borges is perhaps the closest 
literary parallel to Steinberg. He 
thrives on the paradox of the 
writer as a character in a fiction 
which embraces him even 
though he has written it. His and 
Steinberg’s turn of mind is a way 
of rescuing some sense of har- 
mony or of integration of in- 
dividual consciousness with its 
own expressions and with the 
larger reality of the world. 

Steinberg’s vision includes 
seeing certain modern 
phenomena of style as assaults 
on the sensibility. His drawing of 
“Biloxi Diner” for instance, por- 
trays the interior design details 
as grotesque geological for- 
mations, dangerously pointed 
and metallic. Another famous 
drawing depicts a skyscraper as 
a piece of graph paper — modern 


architecture as expressing a 
belief in the quantifiability of all 
values. 

Steinberg’s line is, or can be, a 
homogeneous medium, and one 
neutral enough to realize certain 
images without calling undue 
attention to itself. In ‘Art 
History,’’ for example, line is in 
no sense the subject of the draw- 
ing (unless he intends a pun on 
“line” in the sense of doctrine). 
This drawing provides 
something like a mental image 
that might correspond to an opi- 
nion of art history as a stuffy, 
rigid discipline (the surface is 
dotted with “official’’ stamps 
and seals). And, parodistically, 
it expresses a view of art history 
as a reality as formal and crisp as 
geometry. “Art history” is an 
image without physiognomy; it 
has only qualities, such as 
angularity and cleanness, yet 
those qualities are the perfect 
visual correlates of certain 
aspects of art history, as written. 
This drawing also incorporates 
the sham handwriting that 


Steinberg is so fond of using. In 
“Art History” the mock pen- 
manship makes perfect sense 
both because art history in one 
sense is a body of prose and as a 
pun on “line.” 

But the handwriting is 
something Steinberg tends to 
overwork; after a while it begins 
to lose its impact as a reminder 
that handwriting is lines, just as 
much as images are. As a way of 
connecting words with the 
graphic medium, it is very 
clever, but Steinberg tends to 
use it decoratively. And he’s at 
his worst when he is most 
decorative. His whole style is so 
aestheticized already that he 
cannot afford to indulge in 
decorativeness without the work 
becoming brittle and too “fine.” 
This is just what happens in a 
couple of the “Tables,” the wood 
constructions he has made 
‘“‘reproducing’’ certain 
arrangements of objects on his 
work table. What is interesting 
about the tables is their un- 
likeness to the real objects they 


depict. They do not pretend to 
give us information about the 
objects they imitate. What they 
do is show us the means of imita- 
tion more clearly and im- 
mediately than they are ap- 
parent to us in a drawing. (In 
this respect they recall some of 
Jasper Johns’ small cast sculp- 
tures of objects.) Their theme is, 
most appropriately, the artist’s 
means, the objects on his work 
table. 

The “Table” I admire most is 
“The Collector’s Table’’ in 
which the objects are made in 
obedience to different vanishing 
points as they recede from the 
viewer, so that the table appears 
to be arching away from you, like 
a landscape. That suggestion of 
vastness in what is a modest siz- 
ed construction may be seen as a 
mockery of the heroic idea of the 
artist. For it is the heroic notion 
of the artist that has kept 
Steinberg from the kind, though 
not the breadth, of recognition 
he deserves. (The ICA show con- 
tinues through June 21.) 
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Film: Universal Bites Jaws Into Vineyard

“All is grist to their mill.”’ 

—Fishes of Australia [a noted 
shark reference| 

Governor Sargent posed for 
the photographers on a pier in 
Edgartown, preparing to let fly a 
bottle of vintage California 
champagne against the hull of 
the Orca, a pleasure craft 
transformed into a Nova Scotian 
Trawler to be used in Universal’s 
production of Jaws. Based on 
Peter Benchley’s bestseller and 
directed by 26-year-old Steve 
Spielberg (late of The Sugarland 
Express), Jaws documents a 
seaside community’s battle with 
a Great White Shark, whose 
man-eating maraudings 
threaten to ruin the profitable 
peak-season tourist trade. “I just 
want you to know, I’ve read 
Jaws,” crooned His Excellency, 
“and I think it’s the most 
mahvelous book I’ve ever read.” 

Jaws’ cast includes Roy 
Scheider (Gene Hackman’s cop 
sidekick in The French Connec- 
tion) as Brody, the town’s chief 
of police; Richard Dreyfuss (last 
seen in American Graffiti) as 
Hooper, the young Ivy League 
oceanographer; and _ Robert 
Shaw (the heavy of The Sting) as 
Quint, a latter-day Captain 
Ahab who becomes obsessed 
with killing the Great White. 
But top billing clearly goes to the 
shark. I stumbled upon the se- 
questered star on the upper level 
of a grey hangar-sized warehouse 
used by the Jaws Art Depart- 
ment in Edgartown. 24 feet long, 
its gaping jaws ringed with real- 
enough bicuspids and its eyes 
rolled back in a bloodlust frenzy, 
it looked terrifying enough just 
lying there on its scaffolding. 
Trucked out by Universal from 
Hollywood, where it had been 
created by former Disney 
engineer Bob Mattey, the Great 
White had been going through 
final preparations prior to 
launching. 

In fact, there are three sharks, 
but they will add up to one 
leviathan on the screen. One’s 
used for right profiles, one for left 
— and, in the tradition of all in- 
dispensable action stars, a full- 
face shark will do stunt work for 
the other two. The profile sharks 
had their blind sides cut away. 
Their inner workings of pumps, 
gauges, hoses and clamps’ 
reminded me of one of Andy 
Granatelli’s old steam-belching 
Indy Novi Specials. 


Elastex Nemesis 


“They're made of elastex; it 
makes for a very lifelike skin. 
Very flexible,” explained the 
engineer on duty. Could they do 
anything beyond look terrifying? 
“Sure,” he said, pointing his 
finger at the fusebox labels in the 
sharks’ bellies (‘Eyes,’ ‘Mouth,’ 
etc.). “They can flip this way 
and that, roll their eyes, and bite 
down with 1700 pounds of 
pressure; enough to look convin- 
cing. Run by pneumatic engine,” 
he added with laconic pride. 
Mounted on rods fastened to a 
platform beneath the waterline, 
the shark could move at high 
speed for a short distance, he ex- 
plained. And with a catapult, 
the stand-in could even leap 
clear out of the Atlantic. 

“Well, I’m just a journalist, 
and I was curious,” I said, 
preparing to leave. “A what?” 
gasped the engineer, taking a 
step back. “The producers’d 
have a heart attack if they knew 
you were here.’’ The Great 
Whites were very much off 
limits, and I only noticed the 
Keep-Out signs when I retreated 
back down the stairs. 

“You ... saw the sharks?” 
director Spielberg queried me, as 
we sat on the porch stoop of a 
clapboard house near the East 
Chop Lighthouse a mile from 
Oak Bluffs. (The shooting that 
day was an interior dinner scene 
between Brody and his son.) 


“Would it be wrong to mention 
my sighting of Universal’s 
Great White?” I asked. “I think 
it’s unfair to reveal the illusion,” 
Spielberg shot back. Real sharks 
had been used for 70° of the ac- 
tion footage, shot months before 
in Australia, just after 


in Frankenstein, it’s the Amity 
islanders who are truly evil — 
they're the real sharks. The 
audience should come away ask- 
ing itself ‘did the better man 
win?’ Zanuck compared the 
Great White Shark to an alien 
from outer space whose intrinsic

Benchley’s screen rights had 
been bought; a midget in a 
miniature cage had been lowered 
into the shark-infested Great 
Barrier Reef, thus proportionate- 
ly doubling the size of the only 
available sharks. “But if people 
realize we're using a mechanical 
shark,” worried Spielberg, “they 
may look at the live footage and 
think the real sharks are im- 
itations.”” The jaws that close 
down on the Great White’s first 
victim, a young girl gone for a 
moonlight swim, will be 
mechanical ones. 

Lorraine Gray, the wife of a 
Universal executive, is making 
her film debut playing the wife of 
police chief Brody. ‘“‘Who’s got 
Jaws’ starring role?” I asked her. 
“The shark is the star,”’ she sigh- 
ed. Benchley’s novel has been 
stripped of all its sex by the 
screenwriters, including Brody’s 
wife’s illicit affair with the young 
oceanographer Hooper. Her part 
now consists almost entirely of 
serving Brody his meals between 
shark hunts. “What can you tell 
me about the shark in the 
warehouse?” I asked. “Oh, I’m 
not supposed to talk about it,” 
she laughed. And kept her 
promise. 

Roy Scheider and I chatted 
across a picket fence in the 
sunshine. “No, the shark isn’t 
the star,”’ he objected. Scheider 
maintained that the film actual- 
ly centered’ around two people 
who leave the city behind them 
(in the book, Brody’s a native of 
tiny Amity, his wife a 15-year 
resident) looking for a new life 
not so fraught with tension and 
frustration, only to learn that 
they must still face-up to the 
town’s finned terror and the 
townspeople’s eagerness to save 
their own financial necks. “No,” 
grinned Scheider, squinting in 
the sunshine, “the shark’s not 
the star, he’s just the antagonist. 
Brody’s the protagonist. If the 
shark’s the star of this film then 
we're in trouble.” 

“The shark is the real star of 
the film,’ Dick Zanuck, ex- 
ecutive producer of Jaws, told 
me over lunch in Edgartown’s 
Colonial Inn. A second- 
generation movie mogul (Darryl 
F. Zanuck’s his father) Zanuck 
speaks in short, clipped cadences 
that impress you with their ring 
of finality. “Jaws is a monster 
movie,” he explained. “But in 
the tradition of Frankenstein — 
a monster that meant no harm. 

“A Great White Shark has a 
tiny brain; he’s an eating 
machine, that’s all. He doesn’t 
set out to wreak terror, not con- 
like the villagers 


nature would be different from 
ours, so that judgements of good 
and evil didn’t apply. 


What about the Theme From 
Jaws, I wondered? ‘Well, we 
haven't even thought about scor- 
ing it yet, but I’ve got the idea 
that whenever you're in the 
shark’s habitat, underwater, the 
music should be serene. Even 
when he’s eating.” 


Spielberg had told me that he 
was keeping open the possibility 
that the shark might not die 
from Quint’s harpoons, as 
Benchley had written, but in- 
stead conveniently disappear. 
“Steve likes to fantasize,’ smil- 
ed Zanuck ruefully. ‘‘The shark 
will definitely die in the end.” 


A Little Bit of Peyton Place 


How can there be so many 
conflicting interpretations as to 
the basic story line of a 4.4 
million-dollar film? Maybe it’s 
because Benchley’s book was 
thrown out as soon as Universal 
paid $175,000 for Jaws’ screen 
rights. And now, five script 
rewrites later, nobody has a clue 
how tomorrow’s lines will read. 


“Benchley’s novel was a mix- 
ture of Peyton Place and Moby 
Dick,”’ explained scriptwriter 
Carl Gottlieb. Normally a staff

writer for TV’s The Odd Couple, 
Gottlieb had been rushed out to 
the Vineyard a few weeks before 
to replace Howard Sackler, who 
had in turn replaced Peter 
Benchley as scenarist. “It was 
OK to have all those digressions 
in the novel about Brody’s wife 
running around on him with 
Hooper and about the Mafia’s 
interests in Amity island, but in 
film you've got to think in terms 
of action,’ observed Gottlieb. He 
offered me a script outline he'd 
prepared to illustrate just how 
radically the film departs from 
Benchley’s book.Whereas 
Benchley’s Brody is a 
homegrown Amity cop who 
mariies a tennis-racquet toting 
socialite, the Universal version, 
according to this synopsis, has 
them as a couple “who leave the 
garbage of New York City 
behind them to find a clean life 
in the country.”’ Benchley allows 
his shark to gobble up Hooper, 
but Gottlieb snatches him back 
safe and sound. 

“When I read the book, I 
found myself rooting for the 
shark,’’ recalled director 


' Spielberg. “In rewriting the 


script, we've had to keep in mind 
the ‘like factor.’ Nobody in the 
book is very likeable, and most of 
them get devoured. So, in the 
film, you'll be rooting for Hooper 
and Brody vs. the shark and 
Quint,” he predicted. 

Script changes are still coming 
fast and furious, prompted by 
the strangest circumstances. 
While Spielberg and I talked at 
East Chop, Rick Dreyfuss 
bounded out of a house, a tiny 
band-aid on his right cheek. 
“Don’t say pimple,” he fumed, 
“don’t say zit.’” A blemish on a 
star can mean anything from 
frantic calls to the insurance 
company to shutting down 
production for a few days. 
“Yeah,” mused Spielberg. “Or 
we could write in some new lines 
like Brody says to Hooper, ‘you 
can use my electric razor next 
time,’ and you can have a bit of 
tissue paper on your cheek.” 
(Spielberg wound up using a 
steep camera angle that day, 
thus avoiding Dreyfuss’ dis- 
figurement.) 

Among the script problems 
that have yet to be grappled 
with, nobody has successfully 
resolved Jaws’ Captain Quint, 
and his obsession with The Great 
White Shark. Wasn’t there 
some similarity between Mel- 
ville’s Ahab and Quint, I asked 
Spielberg? “‘No, I’m not going to 
allow Quint to stand with his 


harpoon in the ship's pulpit 
screaming ‘black soul, white 
shark.’ No comparison. Except 
that someone had added to 
Gottlieb’s script synopsis a scene 
in which Quint watches Gregory 
Peck play Ahab in the screen 
classic Moby Dick at his 
neighborhood Amity Island 
theatre. “They said stay away 
from Melville, and then they put 
this thing right in the middle,” 
Gottlieb complained. I asked 
Spielberg why it was added and 
he explained that it was a good 
way to tell the audience ‘that’s 
their movie — and now let’s get 
back to ours.’ 

Less than 24 hours later, 
Zanuck told me over lunch that 
Quint’s moviehouse scene was 
out. “Gregory Peck objected to 
our using Moby Dick — he really 
despised his performance in that 
film,”’ explained Zanuck. Still, 
Quint seems headed on a colli- 
sion course with Ahab, and Jaw’s 
on a collision course of its own. 

For the full-time Vineyard 
residents that may be the biggest 
social ‘‘do’”’ they’ve ever had. 
Gossipy local papers applaud the 
locals who got bit speaking parts 
(29 so far) and an estimated 800 
extras will have been used for 
‘atmosphere’ before Jaws winds 
up in July. “Films are the great 
equalizer,’ declared Al Ebner, 
Jaws’ publicity director. 
“Yesterday, I saw one of the 
Biddles, the Philadelphia 
Biddles, playing an extra on the 
dock alongside the Edgartown 
garbage-collector lady. Both for 
$2.25 an hour.” 

But not quite everybody’s 
been equalized; certainly not 
Leonard Vanderhoop, Chief of 
the Wampanoggin Indians in 
Gay Head. He’s made his hun- 
ting grounds off-limits for these 
Hollywood honchos. Reread your 
Moby Dick; remember 
Tashtego, Captain Ahab’s 2nd 
harpooner? unmixed Indian 
from Gay Head,” wrote Melville, 
‘“‘where there still exists the last 
remnant of a village of Red men, 
which has long supplied the 
island of Nantucket with many 
of her most daring harpooners.”” 
That was 1870 — and still a few 
hundred of Tashtego’s tribe sur- 
vive here on the most westerly 
promontory of Martha’s 
Vineyard, selling fried clams and 
Apache turquoise jewelry to 
tourists who stop to admire the 
view over Gay Head Cliffs. 
Coffee-brown, with the ari- 
stocratic bearing of a Virginia 
planter, Chief Vanderhoop ex- 
plained in a gentlemanly drawl 
why he had told Universal to 
keep clear of Gay Head. 

“They came to me and said, 
‘It’s too rough for us to have a 
girl eaten by our shark at 
Katama Beach, so can we do it 
here?’ I asked them how did this 
profit Gay Head. I didn’t want 
them to trample on the dune 
grass and climb about on the 
Cliffs, because the clay is 
crumbling now. Then I heard 
that they set up hot dog stands 
when they worked. So I didn’t 
see the good of it.” 

The Wampanoggin Chief 
stands alone in his refusal to 
welcome Hollywood to his 
crumbling clay cliffs and the 
anamatronic shark to his waters. 
The night before I left the 
Vineyard, I passed the Edgar- 
town warehouse. Some 
technicians were lowering a grey 
quilted object with protruding 
fins onto a flatbed trailer. It 
looked like a Nike missile, but it 
was one of the sharks. Reliable 
rumors predict a launching soon, 
at Chappaquidick. Meanwhile a 
24-hour guard’s been placed on 
Universal’s two remaining Great 
White Sharks. That’s advisable, 
for considering Jaws’ threadbare 
plot, these mechanized maulers 
may constitute Dick Zanuck’s 


only Great White Hope of 
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Books: Philip Roth — More Than Mere Tears

MY LIFE AS A MAN by 
Phillip Roth, Holt, Rinehart 
and Winston, 330 pages, $8.95. 


In 1939 Philip Rahv wrote a 
short essay which described a 
schism, a ‘‘disunity,”’ in 
American literature between 
“the thin, solemn, semiclerical 
culture of Boston and Concord” 
and “the lowlife world of the 
frontier and the big cities.” 
Those belonging to the first type, 
which included Henry James 
and T.S. Eliot, he designated as 
“‘palefaces’’ and those which 
belonged to the ‘‘primarily 
emotional, spontaneous’’ tribe 
were “redskins.” Philip Roth, in 
an essay of his called “Reading 
Myself” in Partisan Review last 
year, alludes extensively to this 
distinction by way of explaining 
his own conflicted literary iden- 
tity. He discusses his allegiances 
to James on one hand and on the 
other to people like Jake the 


Snake, ‘‘a middle-aged master of 
invective and insult... who 
owned the corner candy store in 
those years when I much 
preferred the pinball machine to 
the company of my parents.” 
Roth has had to marry a New 
Jersey “redskin” Jewish youth to 
the pallor of an intellectual sen- 
sibility and graduate English 
education at the University of 
Chicago, an experience which 
furnished the material for Let- 
ting Go in 1959. He sees his own 
literary career, as well as those of 
many post-war American 
writers, as an attempt to recon- 
cile, in his terms, the “moral 
scrupulosity” of James, whom he 
read lovingly at Chicago, with 
the insouciant, comic, and 
savage impulses of a relentlessly 
Jewish hothouse childhood. 


Roth chooses for himself the 
hybrid epithet ‘‘redface.”’ 
Whatever intellectual and 


philosophical delicatesse he has 


been able to bring to his work 
has been forced to compete with 
a feverish emotional intensity, 
no doubt the substantial residue 
of Jewish family life. He cannot 
settle for a single persona; the 
issue of the self has never been 
resolved for Roth. But the 
mutability of his writing is one of 
its most arresting characteristics 
for it attests to a man constantly 
at work on himself. He must 
maneuver his love of Flaubert, 
his obsession with ‘‘moral 
sovereignty” (is this a code 
phrase for the complex issues 
raised by Jewish guilt?) and his 
passion for baseball and the ex- 
plicitly libidinous under the 
same imaginative roof. 


Roth’s last novel before My 
Life As A Man was The Great 
American Novel (both titles of 
Olympian irony, though I think 
the former has the poignancy of a 
most sincerely meant irony). The 
Great American Novel was an 


attempt at pure, self-generating 
comedy, pitched only here and 
there on the ground of satire; it 
was funny, but still just a long, 
extra-inning novel, a 
professional, relatively errorless 
fiction, but one with few 
memorable catches or clutch 
hits. It was decidedly “redskin,” 
in Roth’s own words “‘an extreme 
departure... because the 
tendency to comedy that’s been 
present even in my most somber 
books and stories, has been 
allowed to take complete charge 
of my imagination and lead it 
where it may.” 


Exhausting the Comic Vein 


Perhaps in exhausting his 
comic vein in that novel, Roth 
found himself with an enormous 
cache of sober ammunition, of 
the weapons for and the 
materials of a more personal, 
analytic fiction. My Life As A 
Man unleashes a full arsenal of 
serious self-reflection. Moreso 


perhaps than ever before, Roth 
serves himself up as the main 
course for dissection. The fictive 
subject matter here, a young 
American writer’s efforts to un- 
derstand his heterosexuality and 
his unfortunate marriage, is 
handled with “‘paleface” sobrie- 
ty, but Roth’s wit and taste for 
sexual local color are among the 
tools used to render one of the 
best confessional novels of recent 
years. (Nigel Nicolson’s Portrait 
of a Marriage was a smash 
success last fall, astounding 
many with its candor. But 
Roth’s novel seems to me a more 
rigorous inspection of a marital 
relationship than that 
fascinating but curiously decep- 
tive account.) 


I read in an issue of Modern 
Occasions a couple of years ago a 
Roth short story entitled Salad 
Days, the tale of a young nar- 
cissist growing up, which ends on 
the precipitous edge of Nathan

Zuckerman’s come-uppance. 
Because I have always felt a bit 
bonded to Roth by ethnic and 
even a few psychological 
similarities, Salad Days stunned 
me at the time with its precision 

and frightened me with its por- 
tent, deftly sketched in the last 
paragraph: ‘‘The story of 
Zuckerman’s suffering calls for 
an approach far more serious 
than that which seems ap- 
propriate to the tale of his 
easeful salad days. To narrate 
with fidelity the misfortunes of 
Zuckerman’s twenties would 
require deeper dredging, a 
darker sense of irony, a grave 
and pensive voice . . . or maybe 
what that story requires is 
neither gravity nor complexity, 
but just another author.” 

Roth has finally found, with 
My Life As A Man, another 
author for the story: Peter Tar- 
nopol, a fiction writer in his early 
thirties whose earlier success as 
the author of A Jewish Father 
has been eclipsed by his bad 


marriage to Maureen and his 
paralyzing preoccupation with 
the source of his destructive 
predilection for women he does 
not love. It is the nature of his 
narcissism that he binds himself 
to unfortunate, needy women 
whom he imagines he ought to 
save and who cannot live 
without hom. This drives him 
into analysis with Dr. Spielvogel 
in 1962. (God knows that half the 
scenes in recent American fiction 
have taken place in psy- 
chiatrists’ offices, but Roth pulls 
his off with realism and Rothian 
wrath, fingering a few psy- 
choanalytic sore spots.) Tar- 
nopol now becomes the author of 
“Salad Days,” which begins the 
book, followed by another of Tar- 
nopol’s self-examinations, a 
story titled “‘Courting Disaster” 
which documents Nathan 
Zuckerman’s fateful marriage to 
thrice-betrothed Lydia Ketterer, 
a union which symbolizes the 
perfect Jewish son’s revenge; not 
only is she the sort of shiksa 


Nathan’s grandmother warned 
him against, but Roth, in a brief 
gesture of homage to Nabokov, 
has Nathan commit incest with 
his step daughter after Lydia’s 
suicide. 


The Nature of Confession 


The last two-thirds of the 
novel, after the two stories, is 
Tarnopol’s “My True Story,” 
which is allegedly a faithful ac- 
count of the events which in part 
spawned the preceding stories. 
But of course, since ‘““My True 
Story” may be read as a fic- 
tionalization of Roth’s own 
traumas, what we have here is a 
double frame tale. This structure 
(used in various combinations by 
Gide, Borges, Nabokov, Barth, 
and many others) works quite 
well because, in addition to 
sating those readers with an 
appetite for narrative con- 
volutions, the frame construc- 
tion throws light on the nature of 
distortion and disguise in confes- 
sion. First, we have Nathan 


Zuckerman whose “true story” is 
being told. The teller is one Peter 
Tarnopol who then proposes to 
tell us the “true story” about his 
life, with the help of Dr. 
Spielvogel’s clarifications. 
Included in ‘“‘My True Story” are 
commentaries by Tarnopol’s 
sister and brother and psy- 
chiatrist on the two short stories 
about Nathan Zuckerman. 
Echoes and exchanges between 
Tarnopol’s stories and his 
autobiographical sketch keep oc- 
curring; they help describe one of 
the book’s themes, the uses of 
fiction in transmuting real 
events, in permitting the author 
to put some distance on his 
private horror and to show how 
he does it. But Tarnopol’s real 
events, the stuff of “My True 
Story,” are themselves Roth’s 
fiction and, I think, must con- 
ceal part of Roth’s “true story.” 
One is forced to speculate not so 
much what Roth’s “true story” is 
exactly, but whether he, any 
more than Tarnopol, is capable 


of telling it. And if Roth is not 
capable, will someone else tell it 
for him? 

In most novels, the realistic 
level, the plot, is the obvious one 
and the symbolic level is at least 
partially concealed by narrative 
events. But in My Life As A 
Man, the level of the psy- 
choanalytic, of what things 
mean, is the obvious one. It is as 
much a novel about the project 
of getting at personal truths as it 
is a novel about a man named 
Peter Tarnopol who had a bad 
time with women. 

Of course, confession is not the 
same thing as decathexis or 
change and “My True Story” 
does bog down in its own 
obsessive repetitions. Although 
it is not evident whether Tar- 
nopol is significantly more 
straightened out at the end of 
the novel than at the beginning, 
there have been painful, power- 
ful insights, and the writing of 
this novel has clearly cost Roth 
more than mere tears.

Groove Tube is a vignette comedy (like Everything You 
Always Wanted to Know About Sex) that grew out of Ken 
Shapiro's videotape satires of the same name. it is funny, 
and the more you hate television, the funnier it seems, for 
much of its humor is of the reactionary outrage nature 


at the procession of he-man beer ads? There is a beer ad 
in the film that begins with the standard good-times beiching 
and soon deteriorates into a braw! as beer and bodies fly 
while the announcer intones garbage about the rustic life. 


The door to the bar bursts open and a hunter enters, 
bearing his bloody prizes aloft. Butz beer and the good 


life, folks! 


A series of comedy skits moves fast, and while some 
of the scenes have more impact than others, they share an 
underlying need to expose the shams of television. US Steel, 
General Motors, DuPont, Exxon and the rest of the vul- 
tures of civilization are represented by a properly - 
important and vague organization known as Uranus 
Corporation which manufactures, among other things, 
a product known as Brown 25, which bears a striking 


resemblance to shit. 


Certain of the skits seem motivated by their own 
inner madness rather than specific television foibles, but 
there isn’t a sequence that can’t be related to some annoying 
aspect of television, from amateur hours to the six o’ clock 
news. One long segment featuring ‘The Dealers” is a dud; 
otherwise, the movie punches and staggers you with that 
universal sense of outrage necessary to great comedy. 


Shapiro, who refuses to watch programs with canned 
laughter, threw the film together as a piece rather than 
filming segments from time to time. All the parts 
reflect the same intensity and drive which contributes to 
the total result. And the crazy thing about Groove Tube 
is that everything can be pictured on the samii 
is that everything can be pictured on the small screen 
without much trouble. The whole program really beiongs 
on television as an antidote to ad standard fare.
